WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—The 


road to congressional approval of 
an amendment to repeal the eight- 
eenth amendment is still bestrewn 
with obstacles. 

If the House at the opening of 
the “lame duck” session on Mon- 
day acts favorably on the Garner 
“naked repeal’ proposal, it cannot 
be taken for granted that the Sen- 
ate will do likewise. On the con- 
trary, the best informed opinion in 
the Senate today, wet as well cs 
dry opinion, is that “naked repeal” 
cannot muster the required two- 
thirds vote in the present Senate. 

Some of the House members who 
vote for the Garner resolution will 
do so because they believe that its 
modification in the Senate is cer- 
tain. 

Shot Through With Uncertainties. 

The whole situation as Congress 
meets is shot through with uncer- 
tainties and complicated by politi- 
cal motives and disagreements 
among the wets. 

It must be borne in mind that 
there is still a strong dry sentiment 
in Congress. Moreover, it must be 
remembered that the wet majority 
in Congress today—we are speaking 
of the present Congress and not of 
that elected last month to take of- 
fice after the fourth of March— 
contains only a handful of long 
wets. The rest are recent con- 
verts. 

If and when the Garner repeal 
resolution comes over to the Sen- 
ate from the House, what will hap- 
pen? In the confused situation 
with which we are confronted, this 
much is abundantly clear: that im- 
mediately the demand for some 
safeguarding clause against the re- 
turn of the saloon will be pressed. 

So far as this Congress is con- 
cerned, the issue was not settled 
by the writing of a straight-out 
repeal plank into the Democratic 
platform. It may have been set- 
tled in the minds of the voters who 
believe in repeal without any frills, 
but not in the minds of a consid- 
erable number of Southern and 
Western members who want to be 
able to tell their dry constituents

EINSTEIN REMINDS ; 
U. S: WOMEN GEESE 
ONCE SAVED ROME 


Thinks Patriotic Society “Per- 
fectly Right” in Trying to 
Bar Him.

BERLIN, Dec. 3.-—-Dr. Albert 
Einstein today pointed to an inci- 
dent in ancient Roman history in 
replying to the Wcemen’s Patriotic 
Organization’s opposition to his 
coniing to the United States tnis 
month. 

“Give heed, therefore, to the 
sage, patriotic, dear ladies, and re- 
member that the Capitol of mighty 
Rome was at one time saved by 
the cackling of her faithful geese,” 
he declared. 

The women’s objection to his ac- 
cepting a Princeton professorship 
was that he was a member of sev- 
eral communist organizations uli- 
der Moscow management. 

After saying that he had never 
before met such an energetic <e- 
buff by ‘“‘the beautiful sex,” the 
famous mathematicjan asserted: 

“But aren't they perfectly right, 
these watchful citizenesses? Why 
should one admit to one’s presence 
one who devours hard-boiled cap- 
italists with the same appetite and 
relish as once upon a time the Ozre 
Minotaurus in Crete devoured lus- 
cious Greek maidens—a person 
who in addition is so vulgar as to 
oppose every war, except the in- 
evitable one with his own wife?” 


TO FLY TO CAPITAL 10 GIVE 
DEMOCRATS SENATE CONTROL 


Walter Walkcr, Colorado Appointee, 
to Hold Seat Until Opponent’s 
Election Is Certified.

DENVER, Colo., Dec. 3.—Di:s- 
covery of an oversight by a coun- 
ty clerk in a remote region of the 
State caused United States Senator 
Walter Walker (Dem.), who was 
appointed successor to the iate 
Senator Charles W. Waterman 
(Rep.), to make plans today for 
an airplane trip to Washington for 
the opening of Congress Monday. 
He expects to give lemocrats tlie 
balance of power in the Senate two 
or three days at least, while Karl 
C. Schuyler (Rep.), waits in Wash- 
ington for a ificate of election 
aterman’s unexpired 


term. 

Schuyler had expected the State 
Canvassing Board to dispatch the 
certificate to him today, but the 
Board discovered official’ returns in 
the contest between Walker and 
Schuyler were missing from one 
county—Hinsdale. All other offi- 
cial returns were in and canvassed 
and, on the basis of these, togeth- 
er with the unofficial report froin 
Hinsdale County Schuyler had a 
lead of 1065 votes. The county,s 
total vote is about 200. 

The Canvassing Board recessed 
at noon today until Monday and 
it was not expected that a certifi- 
cate of election could be issued and 
reach Washington before Wedncer- 
day or Thursday. 

The political lineup of the Sen- 
ate stands at 47 Democrats, 47 Re.- 
publicans and one Farmer-Labor, 
and Walker will give the Demo- 
cratic party a one-vote majority 
at the opening session. 

Walker was appointed by Gov. 
William H. Adams three weeks 
before the general election. Schuy- 
ler was already a candidate for the 
six-year senatorial term against 
Alva B. Adams (Dem.), Who was 
elected. 


17,000 JOBS AT DISPOSAL 
OF ROOSEVELT, POLL SHOWS 


Commission Reports on Places in 
Executive Branch Not Cov- 
ered by Civil Service. 

By the Associated Press. 

“ WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—In_re- 
sponse to the demands of hungry 
Democratic politicians pursued by 
hungrier Democratc office seekers, 
the Civil Service Commission today 
began taking a ‘“‘patronage toll” to 
find out just how many jobs await 
the new administration. 

- $o many Democratic Congress- 
men bombarded the commission 
with requests as to the number and 
character of jobs that may be 
filled by appointment without re- 
gard to vivil service tests, that the 
survey was decided upon. 

Each Government department 
head has been queried asking lo- 
cation of the position, date when 
incumbent was appointed, tenure of 
office and salary. Every class of 
employe, from laborer up, is cov- 
ered. 

An unofficial survey today 
showed slightly more than 108,200 


jobs in the executive branch of 
the Government which are not 
covered by civil service. Of these 


about 17,000 are at the direct dis- 
posal of the President, the number 
including 15,000 postmasterships.

Garner Thinks Farm Relief 
Bill, as Most Important 
Act, Will Be Passed, but 
Be Vetoed. 


ROOSEVELT PLANS 
TAKEN TO CAPITAL 


His Ideas for Beer Tax and 
Aid to Agriculture Before

WASHINGTON, Dec, 3.—In a 


series of brief interviews, this writ- 
er today ascertained the views of 


outstanding members of Congress 
concerning what. Congress should 
do in the session which opens Mon-! 
day, and what it is likely to do: 
Only two questions were asked. 

The first was: “What do you 
consider to be the most pressing 
problem confronting Congress at 
this time?’’ The second was: 
“What do you expect Congress.-to 
do about it?” The replies were as 
follows: 

Speaker Garner: ‘‘Farm relief ig 
the most important question to be 
faced at this session. I believe thut 
Congress will pass a pretty forth- 
right bill of some character, and 
I confidently expect Presideat 
Hoover to veto it. He will attempt 
to force a special session in the 
hope of embarrassing President 
Roosevelt.”’ 

Representative Snell, 
Republican floor leader in the 
House: “It would take a smarter 
man than me to answer either one 
of those questions.” 

Representative Rainey, Illinois, 
Democratic floor leader: “Farm re- 
lief is the most pressing” problem 
before Congress. I believe that we 
will enact a bill along the lines of 
the Rainey-Norbeck measure, _ in« 
troduced at the last session, de- 
signed to give wheat, cotton, hogs 
and possibly other commodities the

benefit of tariff protection.” 


Unemployment Problem. 

Senator Norris, Nebraska, leader 
of the Progressive group in the 
upper chamber: “Unemployment— 
which includes the farm problem 
—is the most important question 
facing this session. It has been 
permitted to drift for so long that-I 
am not certain in my own mind 
what can be done. Neither am I 
certain whether anythifig adequate 
will be accomplished during the 
short. session. However, unless 
something is done there should be 
a special session next spring—re- 
gardiess of how much we would 
all hate it.’’ 

Senator Hiram Johnson, Califor- 
nia: ‘‘We cannot know conditions 
such as exist in Chicago without 
realizing that unemployment tran- 
scends every other igsue. The city 
of San Francisco, which is with- 
out slums and where there is no 
large poverty class, recently voted 
$6,500,000 just to feed the hungry. 
In Chicago conditions pass belief. 
The Federal Government must deal 
with this situation. It should have 
dealt with it long ago, and would 
have done so but for the blind, 
stubborn opposition of the present 
administration. I am not certain 
what can be done, but Congress 
provVably will have to expand vast- 
ly the agencies created at the last 
session.”’ 

Remonetization and Repeal. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana: “SI don’t know what the 
most pressing problem before Con- 
gress will be, but I am positive 
what the most pressing issue be- 
fore the nation and the world is, 
It is money. With more than 20 
nations off the gold standard, and 
20 others with depreciated cur- 
rencies, it is simply impossible for 
the rest of the world to do busi- 
ness with us. We will either have 
to go off the gold standard or pass 
a measure to remonetize silver. 
What will this Congress do about 
it? ‘Not a thing.” 

Representative Cochran (Dem.), 
Missouri: “The first acts of Con- 
gress at this session shouldbe to 
modify the Volstead act to legalize 
real beer and wines and to repeal’ 
the eighteenth amendment. I feel 
sure that the House will pass both 
measures, but I am disturbed about, 
the Senate. Recent statements by 
some Sbuthern Democratic Sena- 
tors indicate that. they will favor a 
resubmission measure similar to 
that advocated by President Hoo- 
ver and the Republican platform. 
The country has shown that it 
wants flat repeal. I ean think of 
nothing more absurd that uth- 
ern Senator, supposedly devoted to 
insisting that. the 
Federal Government intervene. in 
the regulation of the liquor traffic.”

NEW FIRE BONES TRAP 


FALSE ALARM SENDERS 


City to Try Out Device Which 
Clamps Bracelet on Per- 
son Using It. 


+ 

If a person turns in a false alarm 
of a fire on a new street box the 
city proposes to try, he will find 
a 4%-pound red steel bracelet 
locked around his wrist. 

e device tannot dis- 
een good and bad in- 
tentions. The bracelet will clamp 
around the wrist just the same if 
the person is reporting a reali fire. 

City officiala think the invention 
may help to catch senders of false 
alarms, with a resultant tendency 
to abate that evil and save the cost 
of useless fire engine runs. The 
firemen would carry keys to re- 
move the conspicuous burden. Of- 
ficials think a person sounding a 
genuine alarm wouldn’t mind wait- 
ing a minute for the figgmen to 
come and release him. 

Jf a’ false-alarm sender lingers 
for the kéy, he will be detained for 
the police. If he doesn’t wait, he 
will have a hard time getting rid 
of the impediment, Files, cold 
chisels and saws in someone else’s 
hands may help him, but even 
then the authorities are quite likely 
to hear about it. 

The bracelet consists of a broad 
cuff, attached to the steel base of 
the alarm box, the base measuring 
about 4x10 inches. 

The general appearance of the 
box is Nke that of the standard 
unit now in use. The cuff portion 
hangs below, with a hinged door, 
On it is the direction, “Pull Down 
Door.” The hand is thrust through 
the opening thus made, into the 
box. A further. direction on the 
box tells the user to turn a con- 
cealed dial to the right. Turning 
the dial sounds the alarm and 
drops the whole base onto the 
wrist, locked. 

A bill appropriating $2500 to buy 
50 of the new boxes was _ intro- 
ducéd in’ the’ Board of Aldermen 
Friday at the request of Andrew J. 
O'Rielly, chief electrical engineer 
of the fire and pdlice telegraph 
bureau. A sample of the device 
has been on view at his office.

DETROIT, Dec. 3.—Henry Ford, 
who underwent an operation for 
strangulated hernia and removal 
of the appendix a week ago, was 
removed to his Dearborn home

MANN, TWO 
OTHERS ARE 
CONVICTED IN 
LOTTERY CASE 


Kansas City Business Man, 
F. E. Hering, B. C. Mc- 
Guire Found Guilty of 
Charges Based on Eagles’ 
Lodge Fund Enterprise. 


U. S. JURY ACQUITS 
RAYMOND WALSH 


Verdict Carries Recom- 
mendation for Clemency 
—Sentence Deferred— 


Maximum Is Three Years 
and $12,000 Fine. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Conrad H. 


Mann, president of the Kansas City 
Chamber of Commerce and Missou- 
ri chairman of the President’s Com- 
mission on Unemployment, was 
convicted today in Federal Court 
of charges of violating Federal lot- 
tery laws and conspiracy to violate 
Jottery laws in the promotion of a 
“charity frolic and dance” enter- 
prise for the Fraternal Order of 
Eagles. 

Convicted with Mann were Frank 


E. Hering, Eagles’ Magazine editor 
and former Notre Dame professor, 
and Bernard C. McGuire, profes- 
sional prornoter. 

The jury recommended clemency. 

Raymond Walsh, assistant to Mc- 
Guire, was acquitted. 

The jury found Mann, Hering 
and McGuire guilty on two counts, 
under which the maximum penalty 
would be three years in prison and 
fine of $12,000. Sentence was de- 
ferred, on motion of defense attor- 
neys, until 2:15 p. m. next Thurs- 
day. Bail was continued. 

Mann Upset by Verdict. 

Mann and Hering were visibly 
upset by the verdict. Neither would 
make any statement, 

The jury deliberated seven hours, 
less one hour for lunch. The 
case was handed to the panel at 
10:30 a. m., and before the verdict 
was delivered at 5:30 p. m. it filed 
into the courtroom twice to ask 
instructions. 

The specific charges against the 
defendants were that they caused 
lottery tickets to be sent across 
state lines and conspiracy. The lat- 
ter charge carries the greater pen- 
alty, calling for a maximum of two 
years in prison and fine of $10,000. 

Louis Mead Treadwell, 29-year- 
old prosecutor, told the jury in his 
summation that “I don't want to 
send these men to jail—that is not 
my duty.” My duty is only to lay 
the material facts before you, and 
let you decide if they are guilty, 
the Judge if they must go to jail.” 

Defense Motions Denied. 

Max D. Steuer, attorney for Mc- 
Guire and Walsh, stepped forward 
when the verdict was announced, 
He did not speak for some mo- 
ments, then offered the usual mo- 
tions to set aside the verdict and 
to stay judgment. Both of them 
were denied. 

Mann and Hering had five at- 
torneys at their table. With the 
court adjourned, they went from 
one to the other. Finally, Mann 
asked one of them about his bail, 
if he was permitted to leave. He 
had said before the verdict that he 
planned to remain in New York 
several days to attend to business 
matters. 

He was confident before the jury 
came in that the verdict would be 
in his favor. All during his long 
wait for the decision he chatted 
easily and gaily with others in the 
court. 

The Court in instructions to the 
jury said its chief function was to 
determine whether or not the de- 
fendants, when they planned a 
fund-raising enterprise for the 
Fraternal Order of Eagles, intend- 
ed to conduct a lottery. 

After an hour of deliberation the 
jurors filed back into the court to 
ask further instructions. They 
wanted to know if their verdict

* "WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. — The 
administration was understood to- 
night to be preparing for the re- 
sumption of war debt payments on 
Dec. 15 and seeking a method of

tle disturbance in the international] 
exchanges as possible. 

There is, of course, no certainty 
that Great Britain and France, 
jwhose lengthy appeals for post- 
‘ponement were received this week, 
will make the payments, but there 
is a general impression here that 
the installments will be met. 

President Hoover is expected to 
refer the whole subject to Con- 
gress next week, with a renewal of 
his appeal for creation of a co 
mission to consider debt relief later 
but with a firm stand against post- 
ponement of payments. 

It is becoming plain that this 
Government intends to have as a 
part of any program for debt re- 
Jief some show of disarmament by 
the European Powers. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, the 
‘Republican leader, made this em- 
were today. 

No Reference to Disarmament. 

“The weakness of both the Brit- 
ish and French notes,” he said, ‘‘is 
that they omit altogether the sub- 
jects of disarmament and of co- 
operation with us in any way or for 
‘Any purpose. 

“In other words, they Say ‘they 
‘want our money to equip more 
armies and battleships. That is 
precisely what the American peo- 
ple will not stand for. 

“It occurs to me that nothing 
will be gained by another series 
of notes between the governments. 
The fifteenth is the pay day and 
the nations must understand that 
it is the fixed policy of the Gov- 
ernment to have them pay on that 
day.” 

Other Republicans and Demo- 
crats joined in this view, and there 
fs reason to believe that Watson, 
as majority leader, speaks some- 
what the attitude of the adminis- 
tration. 

Meanwhile, signs developed of 
considerable debate in Congress 
over debts.

Notes for Congress.

After conferring with Mr. Hoo- 
ver today, Secretary Stimson indi- 
cated that no action would be 
taken by the administration con- 
cerning the French or British 
notes before Monday, when Con- 
gress convenes. 

“So far as I know,” said the 
Secretary of state, “there will be 
no official statement or action to- 
day or tomorrow, either.” 

Not Construed As Threat. 

Britain's suggestion that Amer- 
ican foreign trade would suffer if 
war debt payments were resumed 
is not construed by Commerce De- 
partment economists as a threat 
directed specifically at the United 
States. 

An expert on’ foreign trade re- 
lations has pointed out that all 
countries trading with Great Brit- 
ain would suffer equally if that 
nation—as forecast in its debt note 
to the United States—should take 
steps to restrict imports.

Suggests Silver as Solution.

_|ing to get some figures concerning 


his resolution to permit debt pay- 
ments in silver. Senator Wheeler 
(Dem.), Montana, and numeérous 
others hold to a belief that remon- 
etization of silver is essential for 
economic recovery. But some lead- 
ers in both House and Senate think 


.the silver drive will be swept ‘aside 


by other pressing subjects. 

Somers’ idea is based on facts 
obtained in a lengthy study of 
world mo@®ary conditions by his 
committee. Great Britain, Somers 
said, could payin silver, utilizing 
some of the 300,000,000-ounce re- 
serve of India. 

“Let us see what would happen 
if England were to pay her debt 
in silver at, we will say, 36 cents 
an ounce,” Somers said. “Such an 
arrangement would be a good deal 
for the debtor because the value 
of silver is now 25 cents an ounce 
and the suggestion is tantamount 
to a reduction of the amount due. 

“But as soon as we made sich an 
arrangement with Great ~ Britain, 
silver would go to 35 cents an 
ounce.” If silver went up, he con- 
tinued, the dollar, comparatively, 
would go down, and production 
costs in silver countries would rise, 
destroying ‘‘to some extent the ne- 
cessity of building high tariff walls 
to protect our home markets.” 

“What is more important,” he 
continued, “is that, through this 
experiment, we would once and for 
all, at a negligible cost, determine 
the value of silver as a lever on 
commodity prices. If it succeeded, 
we would have the key to the so- 
lution of all future depressions. If 
it failed, the silver advocates would 
be answered forever. 

“At any rate, the silver could al- 
ways be sold back to these nations, 
so that we would be reéceiving 
something of value in payment of 
the indebtedness and we would be 
showing our good will by trying to 
make it as easy as possible for 
Great Britain and other nations to 
preserve the sanctity of their con- 
tracts. And we would be getting 
a breathing spell permitting us to 
éxamine the whole economic and 
monetary question before the next 
debt payment is due.” 

Insistence upon British payment 
in gold, with a consequent further 
depreciation in.the value of the 
pound sterling, he asserted, “will 
harm America probably more than 
Great Britain.” 

Lady Astor to Be Heard. 

ake Chairman McReynolds 
has made arrangements for Vis- 
count and Lady Astor to appear 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee next Wednesday to 
give their views on the British Gov- 
ernment’s plea for postponément 
of the war debt payments. Mc-

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NURSES’ HOME AT CIFY 


HOSPITAL DEDICATED 


Father Schwitalla Is Speaker— 
First Superintendent Present 
in Wheelchair. 


The new $600,000 City Hospital 
Nurses’ Home, was dedicated yes- 


terday afternoon, with Miss Emma 
I. Warr, the first superintendent 
of the Nurses’ Home and the first 
graduate nurse to arrive here, in 
attendance. She was taken to the 
home, at Grattan and Carroll 
streets, in a wheel chair from City 
Hospital,.where she has been since 
last August, when she suffered a 
broken hip in a fall. 

Miss Warr, who says she is 
“about 80 years old,” came here in 
1884, to supervise the City Hospital 
Nurses’ Training School, first of its 
kind to be established west of the 
Mississippi River. - 

With Miss Warr were her three 
consecutive successors—Miss M. A. 
Gillis, who served from 1909 to 
1922 and now principal of school of 
nursing at Mount Sinai Hospital at 
Cleveland, O.; Miss Janet C. Bond 
of St. Louis, who w4&s_ superin- 
tendent from 1922 to 1930, and 
Miss Clara A. Coleman, who is in 
charge today. 

About 100 persons attended the 
dedication exercises, held in the 
building’s gymnasium. The Rev. 
Alphonse 8. Schwitalla, dean of the 
School of- Medicine at the St. Louis 
University, delivered the principal 
address, on “The Ideals in the 
Nursing Profession.” 

“Nursing is the most active, the 
inost idealistic of all professions.” 
Father Schwitalla said. *The 
nurse must learn many things not 
immediatcly practical and not im- 
mediately remunerative. She needs 
a sympathetic attitude, not a criti- 
cal attitude. Let us encourage it.” 

The six-story building, construc- 
tion of which began more than a 
year ago, accommodates. 27% 
hurses. It contains 253 single bed- 
rooms and 16 suites for faculty 
members. All of the furniture is 
of metal. Color schemes in the 
rooms, carried out through bed 
coverings, bridge lamps and rugs, 
are of orchid, rose, green and yel- 
low ensembles. 

The ground floor, connected by 
a tunnel with the hospital, con- 
tains class rooms, chemistry and 
dietetic laboratories, a demonstra- 
tion room and a large library. On 
the second floor are a largé, lux- 
urious lounging room with three 
small student parlors, offices, a 
waiting room, three small gradu-

temporary numerical superiority in 
the Senate when Congress convenes 
Monday, party leaders have agreed 
not to upset the Republican con- 
trol. A single Senator, however, 
could rais ethe question of Senate 
organization and throw Republican 
control into jeopardy. If Walter 
Walker, Colorado Democrat, ar- 
rives in the capital by the time 
Congress opens, the Senate strength 
will be divided as follows: Demo- 
crats 48, Republicans 47, Farmer- 
Labor 1. 

Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers have agreed to allow the pres- 
ent organization to continue. Dem- 
ocrats are not anxious to take con- 
trol with such a narrow balance of 
power. 

Senator Davis (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, is under indictment for vio- 
lation of postal laws in connection 
with alleged Moose lotteries, and 
there is some doubt among Repub- 
lican Senators as to whether he 
will occupy his seat in the Senate 
while under indictment. If he does 
not, even the vote of Senator Ship- 
stead, Farmer-Labor, who usually 
votes with the Republicans on or- 
ganization, would not give the Re- 
publicans the necessary votes, in a 
question of organization, unless 
some Democrat refrained from vot- 
ing. 

Democrats Disposed to Lead. 

The Democrats are disposed, 
however, to assume leadership in 
both houses, with the view to dis- 
posing of prohibition and agricul- 
tural problems as well as balancing 
the pudget, to make unnecessary 
a special session next spring. 

Emissaries from President-eleét 
Roosevelt have brought plans for a 
tax on legalized beer and for farm 
relief for enactment at the short 
session. Both problems will be 
tackled by the Democratic House 
first. 

President Hoover went ahead to- 
day on his own course and ideas 
for the short session in rounding 
out his annual message’and the 
special budget message which will 
be presented probably on Tuesday 
and Wednesday.

Beer has no part in Mr. Hoover's 
plans for raising revenue to wipe 
out the new deficit piling up at the 
Treasury. Instead, if he asks for 
new taxes; as seems likely, he is 
expected to urge a moderate manu- 
facters’ sales tax. 

Both Democrats and Republicans 
are relying on drastic economies in 
the Government budget for next 
year to pare down the prospective 
billion-dollar deficit, and on this 
bipartisan action is in order.

ST. ALBANS, Vt, Dec. 3.—4 
Christmas shoppers from the Unite 
ed States side of the Canadian bor 
der are hing in on Great Brite 
ain’s financial difficulties. Taking 
advantage of the 15 cents or more 
exchange on every dollar they 
spend in Canada, many Americans 
are crossing into Canada to do 
their shopping in Montreal and 
other cities. 

Some.of the merchants south of 
the line have expressed concern at 
the loss in business. Ed 
Depreciated currency in Canada 
places a premium on the United 
States dollar, The rate of ex< 
change varies, often from day te 
day, but the falling: price of the 
pound sterling during the past 
week or two has been reflected in 
Canada and in 
shoppers, especially women, who 
have been making trips’across the 
border. 

The trade, individually, is com< 
paratively small. Visitors to Cane 
ada are permitted to bring in $100 
worth of purchases without duty 
on declaring their purchases at the 
customs offices along the border, 
but declarations are limited to one 
a month. Most of the shoppers are 
content to buy less than the $106 
worth. 

Women from this city and other 
communities frequently make the 
trip to the Canadian cities in par- 
ties of three or four. -Each may 
purchase $25 worth and on their 
return one makes a declaration cov<- 
ering all purchases. The four may 
go again a week later and another 
files the declaration for the partye 


trips ‘within the 30 days and be 
able to keep up with the latest 
sales in the Canadian shops. 


The trade is entirely in Amerie 
can banknotes and currency, as 
gold carries no. premium. For 
United States banknotes, however, 
a shopper from the United States 
may get from $1.50 to $2 extra on 
each $10 bill.

In addition, there will be 
available proceeds of the $4,- 
600,000 relief bond issue. It is 
hoped some means will be found 
of raising $150,000 in St. Louis 
County from tax funds for use 
as bond issue funds are to be 
used in the city. This would 
make the total available for re- 
lief during 1933, from all 
sources, $8,600,000. 


' 


Only relief agencies are to par- 
ticipate in the $3,850,000 United 
Relief Campaign which opens to- 
night. Character bujlding and sim- 
ilar organizations will have no 
part in it, but will seek funds in 
campaigns early next year. 

The relief agencies of the Com- 
munity Fund, Catholic Charities 


~and Jewish Federation, with Citi- 


zens’ Committee on Relief and Em- 
ployment, agreed this year, at the 
request of the Mayor's Com- 
mittee of 600, to unite their ap- 
peals in a_i single campaign. 
The $3,850,000 goal was fixed by a 
committee of three, composed of 
Sidney Maestre, president of the 
Community Fund; William L. Igoe, 
representing the Catholic Charities, 
and Aaron 8. Rauh, president of 
the Jewish Federation. 

Each of the three groups pre- 
pared a minimum budget covering 
its needs and a committee of 15, 
indluding representatives of each 
of the groups, then went over the 
combined budget. This in turn was 
submitted to the committee of 
three, approved by it, and the goal 
was fixed accordingly. It is about 
the total of what each group re- 
ceived in separate campaigns for 
this year. 


Bond Issue for Family Aid. 

There will be available also, to 
st. Louis family relief agencies 
through the Citizens’ Committee, 
the proceeds of the $4,600,000 re- 
lief bond issue. Bond issue funds 
are to be used during 1933 as city 
tax funds were during 1932, to 
meet excess expenditures of the 
agencies. Bond issue funds, too, 
will provide for a $1,000,000 work 
relief program. 

Out of the $3,850,000 which it is 
proposed to raise, $161,000, or 4.2 
per cent, is reserved for the cost 
of the campaign and the collection 
of pledges throughout next year. 
The cost of the campaign is esti- 
mated at $91,000, or 2.4 per cent, 
and the collection, or administra- 
tion cost, at $70,000, or 1.8 per 
cent. 

The total administration costs, 
including the United Relief Cam- 
paign, the participating federations 
and the 82 individual agencies, are 
estimated at 7 per cent. Seventy- 
six per cent is allocated to material 
relief, and 17 per cent to services 
for the needy. 

Of the funds available for ma- 
terial relief, it is estimated, 72 
cents of each dollar will be spent 
for groceries, 15 cents for rent, 6 
gents for light and fuel, 1 cent for 
clothing (most clothing is ob- 
tained free through the Clothing 
Bureau), 1 cent for medicine, 3 
cents for household furnishings and 
2 cents for miscellaneous items. 

Funds available for service will 
be used to employ trained social 
workers to supervise the efforts of 
volunteers and arrange for han- 
dling the social, medical, legal and 
other problems incident to caring 
for an average of 25,000 needy 
families a month. 

Non-Participating Agencies. 

Nineteen agencies of the Com- 
munity Fund not engaged in relief 
work, nine members of Catholic 
Charities, and two of the Jewish 
Federation are not participating in 
the United Relief Campaign. The 
Community Fund agencies will 
seck to raise about $600,000 in Jan- 
uary; the Jewish Federation will 
seek about $75,000 in February, 
and the Catholic Charities’ agen- 
cles will get along as they have 
im the past, for most part without 
public appeals.

Daughters, St. Patrick’s Hotel for 
Workingwomen and the Cheer 
Club. 

Relief Agencies. 

Family relief agencies participat- 
ing in the United Relief Campaign 
are to get $2,125,200 of the §$3,- 
850,000 sought. They are listed 
elsewhere on this page, along with 
an analysis of their operations dur- 
ing the first 10 months of the year. 
The Jewish. Federation is repre- 
sented there by its Community Cen- 
ter and Social Service Bureau, and 
Catholic Charities by St. Vincent de 
Paul Society. All are affiliated 
with Citizens’ Committee on relief 
and employment from which those 
in the city derive a considerable 
part of their funds. During the 
first 10 months of 1932 they spent 
$3,018,542, and for the full year 
their expenditures are estimated at 
$4,110.000. Next year, it is esti- 
mated, they will be required to 
spend $5,297,106. 

Twenty hospitals and the Hospi- 
tal Saturday and Sunday Associa- 
tion, which distributes its funds 
among hospitals, are to receive 
$739,200. During 1932, records to 
date indicate, they will give 44,772 
days of maternity care to 3636 
mothers unable to pay for it, and 
will give 331,148 days of free or 
part-cost care to 31,368 other pa- 
tients. 

The hospitals include nine affil- 
iated with Catholic charities, eight 
Community Fund members, and 
three allied with the Jewish Fed- 
eration. The Catholic hospitals are 
Alexian Brothers, De Paul, Mount 
Saint Rose Sanitarium, St. Ann’s 
Maternity, St. Anthony’s, St. John’s, 
St. Mary’s Hospital, St. Mary’s In- 
firmary, and St. Vincent’s Sanitar- 
rium. The Community Fund hos- 
pitals are: Barnard, Barnes, Chil- 
dren's, Maternity, Obstetric, Peo- 
ples’, St. Luke’s and Salvation Army 
Home and Hospital. The three af- 
filiated with Jewish Federation ure 
Jewish Hospital, Jewish Sanitorium 
and Miriam Convalescent Home. 

Specialized Relief Agencies. 

The 26 specialized relief agencies 
which are to receive $569,800, in- 
clude clinics, visiting nurses, day 
nurseries, outing farms for under- 
nourished children, and the two 
co-ordinating agencies, the Social 
Service Exchange and Community 
Council. 

An outline of the work of agcn- 
cies included in the specialized re- 
lief group follows: 

Alexian Brothers’ Clinic, connect- 
ed with Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, 
3833 South Broadway, is a member 
of Catholic Charities. Several thou- 
sand patients are treated there each 
year. 

Catholic Outing Home, ia Fergu- 
son, has facilities for caring for 75 
children at a time. Undernourished 
children from the crowded districts 
of the city are sent there during 
the summer. 

Catholic Women’s League main- 
tains a day nursery at 1023 Selby 
place, and last year provided about 
6000 days of care for children of 
employed mothers. 

Children’s Aid Society, 340 North 
Vandeventér avenue, a Community 
Fund agency, helps children, some- 
times in their own homes, some- 
times by placing them in foster 
homes. Unmarried ‘mothers are of- 
fered advice and assistance. 

Children’s Department of Cath- 
olic Charities is the co-ordinating 
agency of child care institutions af- 
filiated with the group. 

Community Council, a Communi- 
ty Fund agency, has about 100 so- 
cial service and charitable agencies 
as members. It is the clearing 
house to which they refer problems 
of administration for study and 
recommendation.

Epworth School, in Webster 
Groves, is a hame for “problem” 
girls. Some are sent there by the 
Juvenile Court, others by parents 
or social agencies. 

Frank Wyman Outing Farm, a 
member of the Community Fund, 
is an 80-acre tract near Eureka. 
For each 10 underprivileged chil- 
dren sent there during the summer, 
one needy mother is sent to serve 
as cottage mother. The usual stay 
is two weeks. 

Guardian Angel Day Nursery, 
1029 Marion street, is conducted 
by the Sisters of Charity and is af- 
filiated with Catholic Charities. 

Helpers of the Holy Souls, 4012 
Washington boulevard, is conduct- 
ed by a Catholic sisterhood of that 
name, whose members visit the sick 
poor. 

Jewish Aid Society, 3636 Page 
boulevard, of the Jewish Federa- 
tion, is largely self-supporting. It 
provides loans at nominal interest 
to those in need. Social workers 
visit applicants for loans and try 
to assist them so that they will not 
become dependent on relief agen- 
cies. 

Occupational Therapy Work- 
shop, 4567 Scott avenue, is a Com- 
munity Fund agency where handi- 
capped persons are restored to use- 
fulness’ by training in tasks suited 
to their condition. :

Anti-Prohibitionists Base Hope on Last Elec- 
tion When Many Dry States Reversed 
Previous Stand. 


By CHARLES G. ROSS, 
Chief Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—After a 
prohibition repeal amendment has 
been approved by a two-thirds ma- 
jority in both houses of Congress 
will come the task of getting it 
ratified by the _ states. Three- 
fourths of tthe states, acting 
through = their legislatures or 
through specially called state con- 
ventions, as the congressional reso- 
lution proposing the amendment 
may direct, must vote for the re- 
pealer before it can become ef- 
fective. 

The Literary Ingest poll, the 
stampede of the delegates at both 
the national political conventions to 
the damp or the very wet side, the 
trend in. the recent elections, the 
present rush of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives to get aboard the wet 
band wagon—these and other un- 
mistakable signs all show that the 
sentiment of the country is prepon- 
derantly anti-prohibition. There 
has been a mighty. upheaval of opin-

13 States Can Block Repeal. 
National prohibition appears to 
be doomed, but the Association 
Against the. Prohibition Amend- 
ment and the other informed indi- 
viduals and organizations working 
for repeal are not minimizing the 
job ahead of them, . 
Thirteen states—one more than 
one-fourth the total number of 
states—can block repeal. Until 346 
states have voted fer repeal in the 
manner prescribed, the eighteenth 
amendment, no matter how great 
the popular uprising against it, will 
remain in the Constitution. A small 
fraction of the people of the United 
States can impose its will on the 
remainder. 

To show what conceivably might 
happen, let us draw up a list of 13 
of the dryest, or the least wet, 
states. We shall choose these 
states from two groups—states that 
were bone-dry before national pro- 
hibition and states that voted 
themselves bone-dry, under their 
own laws, after national prohibi- 
tion. We shall choose, moreover, 
Oaly those states which, so far as 
the official voting record discloses, 
are still on the dry side, excluding 
all formerly dry states which, in 
one way or another, have shown a 
wet trend. 

Kansans Against Repeal. 
We start with Kansas, a prohi- 
bition pioneer and probably today 
the driest State in the Union. The 
Kansas Senators, Capper (Rep.), 
and McGill (Dem.), are against re- 
peal, ang poth are noted for keep- 
ing their ears to the ground. Kan- 
sas gave to the nation Charles 
Curtis, who ran for re-election to 
the Vice-Presidency as an outright 
dry while his chief and the party 
platform were damp. We can 
make no mistake about Kansas, 
Then there is Idaho, whose re- 
doubtable Borah is the most ef- 
fective prohibition leader in the 
nation, and, for a third, there is 
Nebraska, both of whose Senators, 
Norris and Howell, are against re- 
peal, though Norris is for a beer 
amendment to the Volstead Act. 

13 Dry States. 

The following 13 states, then, are 
dry on the face of the _ record; 
whether they are actually the dri- 
est 13 is a matter of opinion:

These 13 states may not actually 
be the dryest 13, but the list is 
certainly not far from the mark. 
None of the states in the list equals 
Missouri in population. The small- 
est five combined have 1,000,000 
fewer inhabitants than Missouri. 
None of these five contains as many 
people as the city of St. Louis. The 
two states of New York and lIilinois 
have more than all of the 13. 

What 15 Per Cent Can Do. 

The 13 states have a total popu- 
lation, according to the 1930 cen- 
sus, of 18,796,002. This is a trifle 
more than 15 per cent of the whole 
population of the United States. 
The area containing this 15 per 
cent could require the whole Unit- 
ed States, with 122,775,046 people, 
to stay under the eighteenth 
amendment. 

This is one side of the picture. 
The other and—from the repeal 
point of view—the brighter side is 
the encroachment of the wet tide 
on dry territory in the last elec- 
tions. There were 11 state refer- 
endums, and the-anti-prohibition- 
ists won all. State previously ac- 
counted quite as dry as some of 
those in our list of 13 went wet. 

Colorado, for example, a hone- 
dry state even before the adoption 
of the eighteenth amendment, re- 
pealed its prohibition act and ap- 
proved an amendment enabling 
the Legislature to provide laws 
regulating the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating beverages. Ari- 
zona, another bone-dry state before 
national prohibition, removed pro- 
hibition from its laws and permit- 
ted physicians to prescribe whisky. 
Washington, another of the bone- 
dry group before national prohibi- 
tion, repealed all its liquor laws 
except the one making it a felony 
to sell intoxicants to a minor.

Invitations to Executives 
on This Basis. 


By the Associated Press. 
WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Dec. 3.— 


Plans for a simple, dignified in- 
auguration ceremony in which 
there will be few marching troops 
were agreed upon today by Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt.and Rear Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson, chairman of the 
Inaugural Committee, 

_ Mr. Roosevelt plans to write to 
the Governors of the 48 states 
shortly after all of the newly elect- 
ed ones have been inducted into of- 
fice, asking that they not send Na- 
tional Guardsmen at State expense 
to march in the inaugural parade. 
They will be told, however, that 
they may bring a small staff and 
that the President-elect will be de- 
lighted to have any individuals 
come at their own expense. Under 
the latter invitation might come 
several famous military sgxoups 
such as the Richmond Blues. 

On an Inaugural Ball. 

A final decision on whether an 
inaugural ball should be held was 
left up to the Inaugural Committee 
which Grayson will select soon aft- 
er his return to Washington. If 
such a ball is held, the President- 
elect stipulated that the proceeds 
should go to charity. He would z.ot 
attend the ball, but several mem- 
bers of his family would be pres- 
ent. 

The Federal military units that 
will participate in the parade down 
historic Pennsylvania Avenue will 
be confined to one army regiment 
from Fort Myers, Va., a battalion 
of marines from the marine bar- 
racks near Washington, and a bat- 
talion of blue jackets from the 
Washington Navy Yard. 

Neither the midshipmen from 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis 
nor the cadets from the Military 
Academy at. West Point will par- 
ticipate. 

No Prancing Steeds Spectacle. 
Another inaugural custom that 
will completely disappear at the 
March 4 ceremony will be the spec- 
tacle of Governors riding prancing 
steeds in the long parade. They 
will travel down the avenue in open 
automobiles, surrounded by the 
members of their staffs. | 
A suggestion that National Guard 
units be brought from the neigh- 
boring states of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia to march in the parade was 
turned down on the theory that, if 
the nearby states were permitted to 
send troops, other farther distant 
ones would also desire to do so, 
with consequent additional expense 
to their taxpayers. 
The plans for the ceremony were 
completed during a day which took 
the President-elect through a 
round of discussions with a num- 
ber of persons and on a variety of 
subjects. 

Visitors at Cottage. 

One of the visitors to his cottage 
who spent a long time talking with 
Mr. Roosevelt about budgetary 
matters, including a proposal that 
the budget originating’ power be 
equally divided between Congress 
and the Chief Executive, was 
Swagar Shirley of Kentucky, a for- 
mer chairman of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. 

Senator Cutting of New Mexico 
was expected for a talk. Cutting 
was one of the independent Repub- 
licans who supported Mr, Roose- 
velt in the campaign. 

Another visitor was Representa- 
tive Rayburn of Texas, chairman of 
the House Interstate Commerce 
Committee, which would frame 
any railroad legislation that the 
President-elect might have in mind 
for enactment to carry out his 
proposal for a national transporta- 
tion plan. This plan, as outlined 
in Salt Lake City, would provide 
for regulation of busses by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and 
the correlation of-all. agencies of 
transportation into a Systematized 
use.

In the principal speech of the 
day, Prof. Joseph M. Klamon, as- 
sociate professor of Economics at 
Washington University, said that 
the United States should not can- 
cel the Etrropean war debts unless 


duction of arms, the establishment 
of a reciprocal trade, and the con- 
trol of private munitions manufac- 
ture. 

Cancellation and War. 

Declaring that the prevalent idea 
that the world security market 
would drop immeasurably if the 
United States collected the debts 
was fatuous, Prof. Klamon said 
that cancellation would only facili- 
tate the financing of the next war. 

“It is- said that-cancellation of 
debts,” he continued, “‘will be fol- 
lowed by a recovery of world trade. 
World trade, however, will recover 
only by a reduction of tariffs and 
a lowering of armament expentii- 
tures. We have no guarantee from 
European nations that tariffs and 
armaments will be lowered if we 
cancel thei rdebts. 

“France, moreover, is a creditor 
nation and has the largest per 
capita gold supply in.the world. 
There .is hardly any reason for can- 
cellation there.’”’ Dr. Klamon said 
that such advocates of cancellation 


ras Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler were 


probably unconsciously influenced 
by capitalist banker friends who 
desired a clearing away of the in- 
ternational public debts so _ that 
their private debts would be more 
secure. 

Nationalism as Cause of War. 

In an address on the “Political 
and Economic Background of 
War,” Dr. Oliver E. Norton, pro- 
fessor of political science at Wash- 
ington, termed nationalism thé 
chief cause of war and examined 
the ways in which nationalism 
propaganda was brought dbout. 
Other speakers were Elmer J. F. 
Arndt, professor of social ethics at 
Eden Seminary, and Joe Crocker, 
graduate student at Washington. 

Not the least interesting part of 
the meeting was the apologia which 
the Liberal Club had printed on 
the program answering the charge 
that students were 
contemporary economic and polit- 
ical conditions. “The bludgeon of 
economic reality,” the. statement 
said, has awakened the students 
who “until recently continued in 
their light-headed way, centering 
college life around dances and 
petty fraternity politics.’’ 


FUGITIVE BROKER’S YACHT 
GROUNDED ON PACIFIC COAST 


“Rex” Barrera Now Expected to 
Surrender—Large Shortage 
in His Business, 
By the Associated Press, 

OAKLAND, Cal., Dec. 3.—Regi- 
nald E. (“‘Rex”’) Barrera, former 
Oakland broker whose flight on the 
high seas ended as his yacht 
grounded near Eureka Thursday, 
was still a fugitive tonight, though 
police here said they expected him 
to surrender. Authorities said an 
attorney. representing the missing 
man was negotiating with bail bond 
brokers in San Francisco. 

District Attorney Earl Warren 
said 16 complaints had been filed 
against Berrera: during his absence 
of almost five months and that 
shortages in his former brokerage 
business would run into “hundreds 
of thousands of dollars.’” 

At Eureka, where he waded 
ashore, Barrera gave his name as 
“Captain R. S. E. Barr,” and said 
his yacht had drifted for’ days 
along the coast after becoming dis. 
abled. He left on a train for San 
Francisco soon afterward. 

The 125-foot yacht, formerly the 
Bali, was obtained by Barrera last 
July through a down payment of 
$3000 to the estate of the late 
Frederick W. Murnau, film direc- 
tor. After Barrera suddenly van- 
ished in the yacht without clear- 
ance papers, the Bank of America, 
trustee of Murnau’s estate, ob- 
tained a warrant for his arrest, 
charging theft of the yacht. The 
craft is held at Bureka.

Old Capital of China Deemed 
to Be Source of Manchurian 
Rebellion. 


(Copyright, 1932.) 

GENEVA, Dec. 3.— Japanese 
military forces plan to seize Pei- 
ping if necessary to suppress re- 
bellious Manchurians and restore 
peace in the new state of Man- 
chukuo, an authoritative Japanese 
source stated here today. 

Peiping, headquarters of the 
“Young Marshal,"”’ Chang Hsueh- 
liang, is regarded by the Japanese 
as the brains of the rebellious 
movement in Manchuria.: 

The -Japanese Army, it is said, 
has been pressing on Tokio for 
some time the point that the driv- 
ing out of Marshal Chang from 
Peiping is essential to the pacifica- 
tion of Manchukuo, because Peli- 
ping is the chief base of supply 
for men, money and arms for the 
Manchurian rebels. 

The Japanese Government, it is 
said, has been restraining the mil- 
itary until it learns what action the 
League of Nations will take re- 
garding solution of the Chinese- 
Japanese Manchurian conflict. 

Should the League take no ac- 


tion, or if the Assembly condemns 


Japan as the aggressor, then it is 
most likely the Japanese General 
Staff may strike at Peiping and 
Tientsin in order to end the Man- 
churian rebel movement. 

Such a move, in all probability, 
would be taken under the flag of 
Manchukuo, on the ground that 
Marshal Chang is “making war 
against the independent state of 
Manchukuo by supplying rebels 
with men, money and arms.” 

Admira! Nagaoka, Japanese rep- 
resentative to the League Council, 
delivered a formal note today giv- 
ing Tokio’s explanation of the re- 
ported “‘massacre” of Chinese men, 
women and children near Fushun, 
Manchuria, as a fight with rebels 
rather than a wholesale slaughter 
as chygtged by China’s Foreign Of- 
fice and refugees near Fushun. The 
note did not state, however, that 
350 Chinese rebels were slain in a 
half. hour’s engagement, as de- 
clared yesterday by a Japanese of- 
ficial.

Secretary Wilbur "Approves

tary of Interior Wilbur today ap- 
proved a contract for the $38,500,- 
000 all-American canal, the last 
part of the Boulder Canyon ‘project. 
- The contract was negotiated by 
the Imperial Irrigation District and 
the Coachella Valley County Water 
District, both of California. Through 
the canal Colorado River water will 
come to them for farm use. 

Before the contract becomes. ef- 
fective, it must be approved . by 
voters of the two districts a@t an 
election. When this is done, the 
department, officials said, will be- 
gin preliminary work toward 
building the canal, the first con- 
templated step to be a request for 
the necessary appropriation. 

The department’s statement said: 
“The contract pfovides for unifica- 


tion of the lands to be served by

GERMANY LOST 


Owen = Roberts, Umpire, 
Also Rules Spy Charges 
Kingsland Case Are 

Not Substantiated. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.-—— Owen 

J. Roberts, umpire of the German- 

American Mixed Claims Commis- 


sion, handed down a decision favor- 
able to Germany today in the Black 
Tom and Kingsland cases. 

The decision is the second and 
final one favorable to Germany in 
the cases which were reopened at. 
the request of the United States 
agents to permit the submission of 
new evidence. 

Roberts, Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court, was called in as 
umpire after the American Com- 
missioner, Chandler Anderson, dis- 
agreed with the German Commis- 
sioner, Wilhelm Kiesselbach. 

The previous decision favorable 
to Germany was unanimous by the 
two Commissioners and the umpire. 
The cases involved the destruc- 
tion of the Lehigh Valley Railroad’s 
Black Tom Terminal in New Jersey 
and the Kingsland (N. J.) muni- 
tions plant of the Canadian Car 
and Foundry Co. just before the 
United States entered the World 


War. 

German Agents Blamed. 
The United States sought to prove 
that German agents were responsi- 
ble for both fires. 

The combined Black Tom and 
Kingsland claims, including corol- 
lary underwriters claims, aggre- 
gated approximately $40,000,000. 
At the reopening of the case the 
United States placed much depend- 
ence on a series of secret spy mes- 
sages and letters in an effort to 
prove German complicity. 

“With regard to the Kingsland 
case,” Roberts said, “I am not able 
to conclude that the fire was of 
incendiary origin and think the 
proofs have gone very far toward 
the sort of industrial accident 
claimed by the German agent. It 
leaves me unable to conclude that 
the fire was the purposeful act of 
Theodore Wozniak.” 

The United States had introduced 
evidence seeking to show that 
Wozniak, at whose bench the 
Kingsland fire started, was a Ger- 
man agent. 

Finds Letters Fraudulant. 
“From the new evidence,”’ Robert 
continued, “I am not able to con- 
clude that Wozniak was a German 
agent; I am able to definitely con- 
clude that the Wozniak letters 
were fraudulent, prepared recently, 
and not authentic, and that the 
German messages introduced in 
evidence do not advance the Ameri- 
can case.” 

The case is the last to come be- 
fore the commission. It will now 
conclude its 10 years of litigation 
and turn its records over to the 
two Governments. 

Private claims totaling $186,000,- 
000 have been awarded to Ameri- 
can citizens against Germany by 
the commission. Of this sum about 
$132,000,000 has already been paid. 
Shipping Board and other claims 
of the United States Government 
totaling $65,000,000 have been 
awarded in favor of the United

WOMAN IN FAKE MATRIMONY 
SCHEME SLAIN, MOTHER SHOT 


Parent Says Ex-Husband of Mrs. 
Oda Lippens Invaded Home, 
Killed Her. 
By the Associated Press. 
MARION, Ind., Dec. 3.—Mrs. Oda 
Lippens, 38 years old, who a few 
months ago completed a Federal 
prison term for her alleged partici- 
pation in a fake matrimonial 
agency, was shot .and killed here 
today.

Prof. W. D. Harkins Says Tiny 
Atoms Called Neutrons Form 
Matter in Space. 


—_ 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 3.—The 
riddle of the creation of matter 
in space was given a new, authori- 
tative answer tonight by Prof. Wil- 
liam D. Harkins of the University 


of Chicago. 

He filled space partly with a 
new kind of matter discovered this 
year in the neutron, a particle more 
tiny than electrons or protons, 
something tangible enough to be 
built up by creative forces. 

Dr. Harkins speaks with author- 
ity because he is one of the two 
scientists who 10 years agvy prec- 
dicted that some day man would 
discover the very “neutron” which 
was brought to light photograph- 
ically early this year at Cambvidge, 
England. His new predictions sup- 
ply some of the hitherto missing 
“parts” needed to justify the the- 
ory of Dr. Robert A. Millikan that 
creation of solid atter is going 
on all the time in Reais space. 

This “creation” theory if verified 
means to scientists that life of some 
sort is immortal, because there 
would never be any: end of ‘“‘crea- 
tion” itself, such an end has been 
held inevitable if matter is only 
burning up in the stars without be- 
ing renewed. 

Speaking before the University 
of Missouri Section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society, Dr. Harkins 
said: 

“During the present year a most 
remarkable new kind of matter has 
been discovered, a new element 
with properties almost entirely 
different from those of any previ- 
ously known element. This ele- 
ment, thus far unnamed, may be: 
ealled ‘neutron,’ since it consists 
of minute atoms called neutrons, 
which are very much smaller than 
any atoms known previously. 

“Neutron which exists on earth 
escapes more easily than any other 
element. A considerable part of 
the neutron in the universe is al- 
most certainly in the space outside 
the planets, sun and stars, though 
it is concentrated in such bodies 
by the weak force of gravitation.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 3:—A nation- 
al joint conference of all interested 
groups will be held early next year 
to form a “united new party,” it 
was announced by Howard Y. Wil- 
liams, national director of. the 
League for Independent Political 
Action. Dr. John Dewey, liberal 
leader and Columbia professor, 
heads the league. 

Williams said the aim of the new 
party would be to capture as many 
congressional districts as possible 


in 1934 and to present a “united 
front” in the 1936 presidential cam- 
paign. 

“The ramparts of the old parties 
cracked in the last election,” his 
announcement § stated. “Millions 
changed political habits of a life- 
time. 

“The election of Ggv. Roosevelt 
means not a rebirth/of the Demo- 
cratic party, but a desperate at- 
tempt to secure an impossible new 
deal by any means. 

Group’s Immediate Program, 

“Our first job is to exort all pos- 
sible pressure at once to force an 
adequate Federal relief and public 
works program; to shift taxes from 
the backs of small consumers, and 
to fight for a sane adjustment of 
war debts and armaments. 

“Obviously, the conservatives 
within the Democratic party will 
not permit a thorough-going pro- 
gram. Therefore, our second job 
is to convene a national congress 
in 1933 of all groups favoring a 
united party; 100 league branches, 
labor groups, farmers, unemployed, 
professional groups, ‘women’s or- 
ganizations, insurgents who are 
breaking with the old. parties, 
third-party groups, etc. This will 
be a jointly organized conference.”’

CABINET ACCEPTED: 
TWO OFFIGES OPEN 


New Chancellor Retains 
Ministry of Defense—Has 
Power to Dissolve Reich- 
stag at Will. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Dec. 3.—Gen. Kurt von 
Schleicher succeeded today in 


drawing up a virtually complete 
Cabinet list and President von Hin- 
denburg affixed his signature to 
the General’s appointment as Chan- 
cellor of the Reich. 

The President approved a Min- 
istry in which the portfolios of 
agriculture and economics were, 
for the time being, left blank. 

In the resigned Cabinet Franz 


.von Papen, the Minister of Agri- 


culture, was Baron Friedrich Edler 
von Braun, and the post of eco- 
nomics was held by Dr. Hermann 
Warmbold. Apparently these two 
men could not agree on a common 
policy, thus making them unavail- 
able»; as Chancellor von Schleicher 
was determined to have a ministry 
which would be able to carry on 
the Government with complete 
unity. Negotiations concerning 
these two posts will continue to- 
morrow. 

Following are the appointments 
signed by the president: Chancel- 
lor, Kurt von Schleicher; Foreign 
Affairs, Baron Konstantin von Neu- 
rath; Interior, Franz Bracht; Fi- 
nance, Count Lutz Schwerin von 
Krosicgt; Defense, Kurt von Schlei- 
cher; Justice, Franz Guertner; 
Transportation and Posts, Baron 
Eltz von Ruebenach; Labor, Dr. 
Friedrich Syrup; Minister without 
portfolio, H. Johannes Popitz. 

With the exception of Dr. Syrup, 
all these men were in the resigned 
von Papen ministry. Dr. Bracht 
was a Minister without portfolio in 
the Cabinet, and now he succeeds 
to the place formerly held by 
Baron Wilhelm von Gayl. Others 
in the von Papen ministry who are 
dropped are von Papen himself and 
Hugo Schaeffer, who was Minister 
of Labor. 

Dr. Syrup, the new Minister of 
Labor, is 62 years old. He is pres- 
ident of the Federal Labor Ex- 
changes and of the Unemployment 
Insurance Department, and also 
Reich’s Commissioner of Volun- 
tary Labor Service. 

The reappointment of Baron von 
Neurath as Soreign Minister was 
taken as an indication of an un- 
broken policy so far as internation- 
al relations are concerned. 

Gen, von Schleicher was request- 
ed yesterday by the President. to 
head the new Cabinet. When the 
aged von Hindenburg signed thé 
appointment today he put an end 
to , political uncertainty -which 
existed for two weeks following the 
resignation of Franz von Papen. 

The new Chancellor moves in 
with more extensive powers than 


in recent times. 

As head of a presidial cab- 
inet he is responsible not to the 
Reichstag but to the President 
only. When he faces the Parlia- 
ment he will have a decree of dis- 
solution in his pocket ready for 
use at any time the Reichstag 
shows signs of getting out of hand,

Buick cars for 1933 are now on dis- 
play in St. Louis. In addition to 
improvements in appearance, style 
and performance, these new Buicks 
fntroduce for the first time the 
Fisher no-draft, individually con- 
trolled ventilation system. 

The cars are longer, wider, lower 
and more roomy and these struc- 
tural improvements harmonize 
with the new sweeping, wind 
stream lines, which are ultra-mod- 


ern but not extreme. 

The increased size of the Buicks 
is apparent at first glance. More 
than four inches have been added 
to the wheelbase of the 60 Series, 
bringing it to 119 inches. The 60 
Series wheelbase has been increased 
from 118 to 127 inches; the 80 
Series wheelbase has been length- 
ened from 126 to 130 inches, and 
the 90 Series from 134 to 138 
inches. Added roominess and im- 
proved stability have been obtained 
by widening the treads from 57% 
inches to 59 inches in the front

New Body and Hood Lines.

Out of the Total Annual Revenue Nearly $68,000,000 Is Derived From Special 
Sources and All Must Be Spent in Special Channels~-Only About $7 000,000 
Is From Direct Taxation and From This Comparatively Small Sum Any 
Meager Saving Which Could Reach Down to the Taxpayer Must Be Made.

‘JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 3. 
HATEVER reasons ‘actiiated the voters 
W of Missouri in transferring contro) of 
State affairs from the Republican to the 
Democratic party, one of the principal inten- 
tions was that the change should result in 
lower taxes. The voters took the Democratic 
candidates at their word when they pledged 
themselves to drastic reductions in State ex- 
penditures and equivalent cuts in tax bills. 


Governor-elect Park told the voters he). 


would get rid of the “lounge lizards” in the 
State Capitol, that he would bring about de- 
partmental consolidations and would abolish 
useless functions. He said the State had too 


reuch “hired help,” that the government was |" 


costing too much and he was going to try to 
relieve the taxpayers of some of the burden. 

There is no question about the sincerity of 
the Governor-elect. The State government has 
been spending’ approximately $75,000,000 a 
year, and it has been necessary to-collect that 
amount to ‘‘balance the budget.” It weoald 
appear that all that would be required to save, 
say $20,000,000, out of this huge sum would 
be the will of the State’s chief executive. And 
who does not believe that a saving of $20,- 
000,000 would reduce taxes? 

However, it is not quite so simple, as the 
following examination of the State’s books 
will show. 


196 Departments. 

The State has 196 departments and agen- 
cies of various kinds through which it per- 
forms services fér-the public of more or less 
value. It has approximately 7500 employes. 
It derives its $75,000,000 income to meet the 
expense of these agencies from a multitude 
of sources. 

For just what purposes is this money ex- 
pended? What do the people get out of it? 
Could they do very well without some of these 
services? Many a man is wearing his winter- 
before-last overcoat because he hasn’t the 
money to buy a new one, Many a farmer 
is getting along with the muddy lane from 
his house down to the highway because he 
can’t afford to buy the rock to surface it. 
Cannot the State do without some of. the 
things it considered necessary in the happy 
days of four or five years ago, when States 
as well as individuals had money? Let’s see 
where most of the money goes. 


Where the Money Goes. 

Approximately $40,000,000 goes 
building of State highways. 

Approximately $8,000,000 goes for educa- 
tion. 

About $1,125,000 is paid out in pensions 
to the blind. 

About $2,500,000 goes to pay the interest 
on and retire the soldiers’ bonus voted a dec- 
ade ago by the people when “nothing was too 
good for our soldiers.” 

About $750,000 goes for various agricul- 
tural aids, and about $3,750,000 for eleemosy- 
nary and public health services, 

Courts, penal’institutions and the cost of 
criminal trials take about $4,000,000. 

The State maintains a number of public 
parks at a cost of from $75,000 to $100,000 
a year. It pays out about $60,000 for the 
State Fair in Sedalia. 

The remainder of the $75,000,000 goes for 
cther purposes too numerous to detail. 


Inspectors of Many Sorts. 

The State inspects all manner of businesses 
with all manner of inspectors in ag effort to 
protect the public from fraud, frcg@ adulter- 
ated food and drugs, from bank losses and 
from many other evils. There are bank in- 
spectors, food and drug inspectors, barber 
shop inspectors, potato inspectors, egg inspec- 
tors, honey-bee inspectors. 

What services are we going to dispense 
with and how much tax money are we going 
to save if we do? 

Ignoring the consideration of the economic 
problem of what becomes of a potato inspec- 
tor or a honey-bee inspector if he is separated 
from his State job, and ignoring considera- 
tion of whether it is better to. keep him on 
the State payroll at public expense or, have, 
him walking the streets trying to find the job 
that his jobless brother can’t find, we will 
assume that expenses are to be cut ruthlessly 
and tax bills reduced, and we try to find out 
how to do it and what the saving will be. 

The State agency spending the greatest 
amount of money is the Highway Department. 
Its expenditures vary from year to year, but 
may be safely figured at $40,000,000. Twelve 
years ago the people voted $60, 000,000 in 
bonds for roads and four years ago an addi- 
tional $75,000,000.

SAVINGS AND THE 


It might seem that we could stop building 
roads for a time and save a lot of money 
for the taxpayers. Nearly all the main high- 
ways have been constructed and high type 
roads are now being built in regions where 
there is comparatively little traffic. Why not 
stop construction for a time? 

Each year automobile owners pay about 
$8,500,000 for licenses and about $9,000,000 
in gasoline taxes, Suppose road building 
stopped. Would the taxpayer benefit? He 
would not. ' 

In the first place, all of the bonds author- 
ized have been issued except $18,000,000 
worth and those will be sold during the next 
year. The Constitution pledges every dollar 
of automobile licenses and gasoline taxes to 
road building, first to meet the interest and 
principal requirements of bonds issued, and 
second any surplus above those requirements 
for additional construction. The last bonds 
will not be retired until about 1970. 

When the last of the bonds are issued and 
the money spent, the Highway Department 
will not have as much for construction. It 
will spend less but the automobile owner will 
not pay less, Not a penny of the money used 
to build State roads shows up on anybody's tax 
bill. 


Higher Gasoline Tax Barred. 


But, it might be asked, why not take advan-. 


tage of this source of revenue to get money 
for other purposes for which the taxpayer 
does directly pay? Why not increase the 
gasoline tax, make it 4 cents or 6 cents in- 
stead of 2 cents, and wipe out property taxes? 
If a 2-cent tax produced $9,000,000 for roads, 
an additional tax of 4 cents would produce 
$18,000,000 for other purposes. 

But it can’t be done, at least it can’t be 
done for six years. In 1928 the voters in 
authorizing the $75,000,000 bond issue in- 
cluded in the Constitution a provision prohib- 
iting the Legislature for a period of 10 years 
from increasing either the automobile license 
fees or the gasoline tax. 

So that’s out. There can be no saving to 
the taxpayer in this $40,000,000 of the 
$75,000,000. 


No Help From the Bonus. 

But to get to a subject of direct taxation. 
More of the property tax goes to meet the re- 
quirements of the soldiers’ bonus than for any 
other one purpose. This tax, 6 cents on the 
$100 valuation, amounts to $2,500,000 a year, 
is a fixed expense and no saving can be made 
The soldiers have spent their bonus 
money, but the bonds and the tax to pay them 
remain. So that’s out. We now have ac- 
counted for $42,500,000 in which there is pos- 
sible no saving to the taxpayer. 


Then comes the blind pension tax. This is 


2 cents on the $100 valuation and amounts) 


to $1,125,000 a year. From this. the State 
pays an annual individual pension of $300 to 


the blind. This pension could be reduced and |: 


this tax could be cut. The constitutional re- 
quirement is that the tax shall not be less 
than %-cent nor more than 3 cents. The Leg- 
islature fixed the amount of the pension at 
$300 and a 3-cent rate is necessary to pay it. 

The Legislature could cut the pension to 
$50 a year and make the tax rate %-cent, but 
is there anybody who will propose that this 
is the place to do the saving? A person pay- 
ing taxes on $3000 worth of property would 
eave 75 cents a year, and the blind would be 
added to the great mass of those now de-

Then we come to the l-cent direct prop- 
erty tax which goes to meet the interest re- 
quirements of the State certificates of indebt- 
edness. This produces $425,000 a year. The 
interest must be met and there can be no 
saving there. So that’s out and we have a 
total so far of $44,050,000 and still have 
saved nothing. ) 


How the Fee Plan Operates. 


Next is a large source of State revenue and 
also an equally heavy source of expense. Ap- 
proximately $15,000,000 is received and ex- 
pended each year by departments and institu- 
tions from sources which are not a direct bur- 
den to the taxpayer and are such an indirect 


expended there would not be a difference of 
1 cent in anybody's tax bill. _ 

This includes funds received from banks to 
ray the expense of examination by the Fi- 
nance Department, from grain dealers for the 
expense of grain inspection, from building and 
lean associations for the expense of examina- 
tions, from food and drug dealers, and, yes, 
from the apiarist for bee inspection, from the 
potato dealer for potato inspection, and from 
all manner of. other services. It includes 
money received by State eleemosynary insti- 
tutions for the eare of county and private pa- 
tients, the earnings of the State penitentiary, 
and from many, many other sources. 


For the most part, the bureaus and com- 
missions in the State Capitol are supported 
from these fees. If the inspections were not 
‘made the State would’ not receive: the money, 
and if it did not get the money the salaries 
and other expenses would not be paid. 

The fees are fixed with the idea of charg- 
ing only the amount necessary to meet the 
special expenses, and under the fundamental 
law any higher fees would be illegal. 

- If all these bureaus and commissioners 
were abolished the taxpayer would not be 
helped in the slightest degree.

Where Direct Taxes Go. 

We finally come to that portion of the 
State revenue: arising from taxes which are 
paid directly. -It makes up tHe State “rev- 
enue” fund and it amounts to approximately 
$15,000,000 a year. It goes to maintain the 
offices of the elective State officials, toward 
the maintenance of the public schools, to the 
State university and teachers’ colleges, to 
penal institutions, eleemosynary institutions, 
to the courts and to pay other State expenses 
not taken care of from the special sources 
previously set out. 

What can be saved from this fund? And 
how much of it is derived from direct taxa- 
tion anyway? Two classes of taxes, the only 
direct taxes paid for administrative purposes, 
go into it, that produced by the 6-cent tax 
on property and that paid in income taxes, 
The total of these two taxes amount to about 
$6,900,000 a year. The remainder of the 
$15,000,000 or $8,100,000,is paid in from 
sources only remoiely touching the average in- 
dividual taxpayer. ‘It comes from corpora- 
tions, from inheritances, from: foreign insur- 
ance companies and other sources. 


Where Saving Is Just Possible. 

None of the $8,100,000 is on anybody’s tax 
bill, so we are down to $6,900,000, all that is 
paid by direct taxation for State administra- 
tion purposes, from which any saving must 
come. 

The first thing that happens to this $6,900,- 
000 is that one-third of is taken out for 
State aid for public schools under a manda- 
tory provision of the Constitution. True, the 
Constitution requires that only one-fourth 
shall be taken for the schools. The one-third 
might be cut to one-fourth. 

Suppose it is deemed wise to slow up a 
little on education and limit the State aid to 
one-fourth of the ordinary revenue. That 
would save $575,000, and one-third of the 
saving would go to the property taxpayer and 
two-thirds to the income taxpayer. The 
propérty owner paying on a $5000 valuation 
would save 20 cents and the income tax pay- 
er paying on a $2000 net income would 
save $2. 2 

But there is not the slightest prospect that 
any attempt will be made to save money at 
the expense of the schools. Neither Governor-¥ 
elect Park nor any other candidate had the 
temerity to suggest the educational system of 
the State as one of the places where saving 
might be made. , 


Chance to Save Pinched Down 

So, with one-third going to the schools, we 
are down to $4,600,000 in which to save, It 
is possible if the people want to spend less 
on the already impoverished State university, 
on the over-crowded and fire-trap eleemosy-; 
nary and penal institutions, if they want to 
curtail the public health services and the aids 
to agriculture. It is not probable they do. 
There has been some talk about cutting sal- 
aries in Jefferson City, but if the people knew 
what those salaries were it is doubtful if they 
would even want to do that. | 

Undoubtedly, there is waste, there are more 
employes than are needed, expenses could be 
cut by substitution of business methods for 
antiquated political administration, but Mis- 
souri is niggardly, not ssi yeaa in the 
salaries it pays.

There is no doubt that the Government faces a 
serious financial situation at the end of the current 
fiscal year. On top of the $903,000,000 deficit of 1931, 
and the $2,885,000,000 deficit of 1932, looms a deficit 
for this year of possibly another two billion. The 
revenue bill enacted at the last session of Congress 
thus far has fallen far short of expectations, and the 
eountry is probably due for a further shock when 
the income tax returns are made next March. 

To meet the emergency, it is deemed necessary to 
find new revenue, and most discussion has revolved 
around two sources, i. e., beer and a sales tax. Mr. 
Hoover opposes the former and, we believe, rightly 
so. Modification of the Volstemd Act to produce beer 
strong enough to attract wide purchasing would 
amount to nullification of the Constitution and to a 
cheapening of the wet cause. Weak beer could not 
compete with home brew and would be a failure as a 
revenue producer. In view of the imminence of re- 
peal, and the vast revenue that would be derived from 
legalizing liquor of all kinds, the agitation for beer 
loses its force. 

The sales tax, even as an emergency measure, is 
also open to severe criticism. It is a well known fact 
that, for many years, there has been a movement for 
a sales tax, sometimes covert and sometimes in the 
open, as a means by which the income tax could be 
torpedoed. In the last Congress, the proposal was 
defeated both in the House and in the Senate, though 
it had.the support of thé Treasury, the White House, 
the Ways and Means Committee and many powerful 
Andividuals. The case against it has often been 
stated, but never more concisely, we believe, than 
by Secretary of the Treasury Mills, who Jater changed 
his position. Secretary Mills, when he appeared be- 
fore the House Ways and Means Committee Jan. 13, 
1932, said the Treasury had laid aside al] thought of 
a general sales tax;

Philip IJ of Spain was involved with England in 

| one of the early nationalistic struggles for the 
control of the sea, It ended, as every schoolboy 
knows, with the defeat of the Armada. It is not 
so generally recognized that Philip had ruined 
his country long before his fleet was destroyed. 

To raise money for his wars, he had levied a tax, 

the alcabale, of 10 per cent upon every article 

sold in Spain. 

This sales tax did not operate only once, it 

‘ was taken every time the commodity changed 
hands. Any intelligent historian could have.told 
him this was bound to ruin his country. Spain, 
then the symbol of riches and plenty, was re- 
duced to a condition of poverty from which she 
has not yet fully recovered. What happened was 
inevitable. 

The tax “snowballed” the cost of commodities, 
for the cost mounted as the commodity in its 
various forms rolled along, and soon became pro- 
hibitive. This meant that goods no longer cir- 
culated and traffic in them was more and more 
restricted to a narrowing zone around the locality 
where they were produced, The distribution of | 
goods made in Spain, as well as of those coming 
in from the outside, was so seriously interfered 
with that it paralyzed not only commerce, but 
industry as well, and Spanish craftsmen were 
reduced to idleness. : 

We are in the frying pan. Shall we leap into the 
fire? We trust Congress, which expressed itself vig- 
orously against a sales tax a few months back, will 
not permit itself to be stampeded into voting for 
it now. The country has survived two Treasury 
deficits and it can survive a third, especially ag just 
around the corner the great reservoir of liquor taxes 
is waiting to be tapped. If the repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment is expeditiously pursued, We can be 
rid of it within a year and, once that occurs, the 
Government is assured of revenue aggregating at 
least' a billion dollars a year, more than the most 
ardent sales tax supporters claim for their measure. 

Moreover, in the meantime, the Government, 
pressed for funds, will have an incentive for drastic 
economy measures, The Democratic platform prom- 
ises to cut Federal expenditures one-fourth, and, the

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Democracy and the Inner Life. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HERE follows a quotation from De 

la Bedoyere’s “The Drift of Democ- 
racy”, the length of which I can only 
apologize for by what seems to me to be 
its extraordinary pertinency: 

“Democracy rests in theory and in 
practice on the character of each and 
every person. Whatever be the ways 
and means of giving effect to the ‘say’ of 
the individual, all depends in the long 
run on the quality of the citizen. Obvi- 
ously, this quality is not static; it im- 
proves or deteriorates; it is shaped by a 
thousand influences. There was one in- 
fluence which was once of supreme im- 
portance. and which today has not only 
weakened in practice, but is deliberately 
weakened by the prevalent philosophies 
and by the ideals of modern life: it is 
the inner life. ... 

“t7ntil the second half of the nine- 
teenth century, it was taken for granted 
by all, except a few theorists, that re- 
ligion was a necessary condition of the 
inner life and of the development of the 
personality. All philosophers have seen 
the necessity of philosophy, but in fact 
religion alone has given to the vast ma- 
jority of people a philosophy, an appre- 
ciation of values, an insight into what 
is permanent in man and in things... . 

“The idealist hopes that a truer and 
deeper philosophy will supplant tradi- 
tional religion, but even if he is right, 
he has yet to show how the average man 
can, in the first place, appreciate such 
a philosophy, and, in the second, be per- 
suaded to live up to it. 

“In practice, the decay of religious faith 
leads to a skeptical and shallow outlook 
that changes with every popular and 
journalistic wind, No inner life is pos- 
sible. When men sink to this, it is high 
time they resorted to the manufacture 
of automata and robots, and to the dis- 
covery of weakness-proof institutions. 
But by then it will be too Jate to speak 
of man, still less of democracy, which is 
founded on the quality of human beings. 
Whether we can do without religion is a 
question that demands the serious con- 
sideration of our leaders, most of all 
of those who have forgotten its exist- 
ence, And it would be a curious thing 
if religion were at once a necessity and 
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hotly advocated as the only means possible to bal- 
ance the budget, by the same persons who opposed it 
then. We believe the budget should be balanced, but 
there should be some limit to the devices used to 
accomplish that result. If the principle of a sales 
tax is once accepted, it will be as hard to remove 
from our backs as the Old Man of the Sea was from 
the back of Sindbad the Sailor. Once we are in easier 
circumstances, it will be used as an excuse to reduce 
the income tax, which is based upon ability to pay, 
thus permitting those best able to bear the country's

In an- 
other field, consolidation of the War and Navy de- 
partments, the Government can save from $50,000,- 
000 to $100,000,000 a year. With these two economies 
to begin with, certainly, in the vast extent of the Fed- 
eral Government others are possible to make up the 
billion.

According to a report from Germany, President von 
Hindenburg is disgusted with the prolonged Cabinet 
impasse, and seriously considers resigning. The party 
deadlock is enough to discourage anyone, but it is to 
be hoped a solution may be found before Hindenburg 
is pushed to this drastic step. It is republican Ger- 
many’s misfortune that she has not produced men 
of presidential caliber, and that the present regime's 
continuance depends largely upon the life of the 85- 
year-old Hindenburg, who has been a pillar, of 
strength in successive crises since he took office 
seven years ago. 

Should Hindenburg’ resign, the possibility of an- 
other era of monarchy would be near. His abdication 
would leave the Junker group in control, and they 
have never pretended to be other than monarchists. 
The Nazis, the strongest single party, are enemies of 
the republic, and number several Hohenzollerns 
among their members. Ludwig Lore, a German- 
American journalist, writes in Current History that

the Hohenzollerngs symbolize the “good old days,” be- 
fore the era of reparations, hunger, poverty, terri- 
torial losses and disarmament. They forget, of 
course, that Hohenzollernism is in large part responsi- 
ble for their present plight, by reason of its pre-war 
policies. 

The next move, after Hindenburg quits, or the Re- 
public reaches the end of its road, would be the set- 
ting up of a Hohenszollern Prince as\ Regent. It 
would then be but a short step to his vonithia FY 
Emperor, just as the French in 1852 put Napoleon 
III on the throne after he had served four years as 
President. Von Papen has said, “We concéde to no 
one outside Germany the right to decide what form of 
state best suits the needs of our people.” However, 
we fancy the former Allies, who have placed an em- 
bargo on former Hapsburgs in Austria and Hungary, 
would have something to say about that. At any 
rate, it would be a backward step for Germany to 
abandon her Republic and, worst of all, to place her-

The philosopher Oswald Spengler is convinced that 
the machine will at last consume our Western civili- 
zation. The dramatist Georg Kaiser has dramatized 
this postulate in “Gas,” which is now running at the 
Little Theater of St. Louis. 

There-is nothing inscrutable, nothing esoteric, 
about “Gas.” It merely lifts the curtain upon that 
ultimate time foreseen by Spengler. The machine has 
conquered the world. All power is distributed from 
a central station. In Japan, in Australia, in the 
Argentine, in Europe, in Asia, in the Americas, they 
all run their factories with the product of this central 
plant. Is it improbable? Of course not. We have 
seen too much either to doubt or to wonder at the 
marvels of man, 

But a terrible thing happens in the first act of 
the play. The tube which shows how the whole 
world is doing, just as the thermostat shows how the 
domestic menage is doing, unaccountably turns red. 
That means danger. There is terror in the central 
plant, At last an explosion. Immediately the world 
is on the radio. What has happened. They all want 
power. The Japanese, the English, the Germans, the 
Italians, the Russians, all rush experts by air to help 
get the world started again. “How is it in your 
country?” says the German to the Japanese> “Not a 
wheel turning. How is it in yours?” “Not a wheel 
turning.” Not a wheel turning anywhere. The mecha- 
nization which Bertrand Russell would rather have 
seen Europe sink in the sea than adopt holds this 
mundane sphere fast in its iron grip. 

The manager of the plant is the son of a billion- 
aire. The explosion cures him. He gets the surviv-

ing workers together and starts a back to the land 
movement. The machine has made them its slaves. 
It hag deformed them, They are only a part of the 
mechanigm which makes profits for the great indus- 
trialists everywhere. He exhorts them to live, each 
upon his little bit of land, each to dig in the soil. 
The industrialists are horrified. Is the world to 
stop? Are the airplanes to come down out of the 
skies? Are the great ships to desert the sea? Is all 
the machinery everywhere, that great whirling, de- 
vouring, crashing, miraculous mechanism, the miracle 
of “the little joker man,” is it all to be junked? They 
cannot believe it. 

The workers decide it. Do they want to be peas- 
ants? Not they. They are a part of all scientific 
progress. It is upon their backs that men have 
climbed out of darkness into light. It ig true that 
the machine has deformed them but they are insep- 
arable from it, They cannot leave it, It may maim, 
impoverish, destroy them, still they cling to it, Why 
ig it so? The dramatist makes it very plain. The 
workers are proud of their part. They make the 
planes, the great wheels, the dynamos, the subma- 
rines, the automobiles, the telephones. Without them 
the world would be a barren waste. Are they to 
take their loving hands off all the great things they 
have made and dig in the ground? 

Not thé workers. They catch the engineer up and 
bear him away on their shoulders. “Rebuild the 
Plant,” js their cry. “More gas—gas—gas—GAS!” 

It is terrific. Call it expressionism or what we 
will, it is life. Nothing miore powerful, prophetic, 


terrifying, has ever been seen in the theater.

, Turns Red, 
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The Flower of the Spirit 
AMID THESE STORMS, By Winston S. 

Churchill. (Charles Scribner's Sons, New 

York City.) 

F one who has read widely were asked 
Je name offhand a single book best suited 

to express the fine, unconscious flowering 
of the British aristocratic spirit in the hey- 
day of the Empire, he might well balk at 
the superlative, in view of the appalling 
mass of books that clutter every field of 
thought and deed; but if urged to risk a 
choice, ‘A Roving Commission,”’ by Winston 
S. Churchill, coul@N\not be deemed a bad 
one, 

The word “aristocratic” is one which, for 
excellent social and economic reasons, hag 
lost its one-time luster, and we of the great 
gray masses, constantly, and perhaps in- 
creasingly, at grips with the problem of 
mere gurvival in a sordid, pitiless scramble, 
are in no mood to contemplate the beauty 
of any flower that must cost so much to 
grow. Nevertheless, no spirit of toadyism 
nor of disloyalty to one’s fellows in the mass 
is necessarily involved in the suggestion that 
conceivably the supreme achievement of 
any race in any time may be, in the long 
view of history, certain large free realiza- 
tions of life made possible in a few indi- 
viduals at a heavy cost to the many for 
whom such direct realizations are impos- 
sidle. 

Such large realizations of life may be 
in the realm of art or of science or of 
deeds among men; and the ready question, 
as to whether or not the suggestion here 
made is anti/democratic, would seem to 
demand something like a clear understand- 
ing of what we mean by democracy. Do 
we not commonly seem to confuse it with 
its opposite, individualism? Are we of the 
great mass to be the soil, rich and’ justly 
tended, from which the fine flower of the 
human spirit may bloom at its best in vari- 
ous forms and colors; or shall we believe 
tnat each is in himself somehow the flower? 
May not he who would urge the former 
view be the better democrat in the last 
analysis? Shall we of the mass triumph 
otherwise than through the exceptions we 


rroduce, as the mother triumphs in a son 


or the fertile earth in her flowering? 

And while we are considering the possible 
nivisability of re-definitions, might not the 
term “aristocracy” be furnished with a bet- 
ter meaning than that of heréditary priv- 
lege? 


e * * 

In the case of Churchill's book, it is the 
approach to life that seems a splendid mas- 
terpiece-—the sense of life as Of a noble 
game, to be played fearlessly and with 
gusto, according to the rules of a lofty mo- 
rale. And. as always in the contempla- 
tion of a masterpiece, one is lifted for a 
moment, as on wings, above the dull level 
of habitua: frustration into a vicarious 
realization of what the human spirit dreams 
to be. 

There is in all of Churchill's books some- 
ining of the same exhilarating sense of a 
brisk wind blowing under vast blue heavens 
in a world of high emprise. It is to be 
folt no less in hie monumental account of 
“The World Crisis’’—the work of his ma- 
turity, when a bitter disillusionment might 
have been expected—than in his “Roving 
Commission”, in which he recalled the joy- 
ous adventures of his youth. It is to be 
felt as strongly as ever in his latest book 
of essays and memories collected under the 


title, “Amid These Storms’--even in his 
meditations upon the dire possibilities of 
the present world chaos: and certainly he 
ig in position to realize how dire they are. 

Alwavs the touch is light, whether he is 
enjoying with his reader the thrill of dan- 
gers remembered or peering into the lower- 
ing future of his people and the world. It 
is not the lightness of the shallow spirit, 
but of one who habitually, both by virtue 
of temperament and training, takes the im- 
personal view. Neither triumph nor defeat 
is to him the measure of the merit of the 
game. Vietory for him seems now, as in 
his youth, to be found in the mood and 
manner of the playing; and to say as much 
is to describe the heroic adjustment to life 


-~perhaps the noblest adjustment mankind 


lias yet achieved, though not conspicuously 
the fashion in an age insanely self-seeking 
and accustomed to measure all values by 
quantitative standards. 

> * _ 


In two especially. striking articles, 
Churchill discusses the present world situa- 
tion in a manner well calculated to startle 
the complacent, but with no easaying of 
the heavy vatic role. In ‘Shall We All 
Commit Suicide?” he considers the prob- 
ability of another great war, the means by 
which it will be fought and the results that 
may be expected from it. The only hope 
he sees for our civilization is in the League 
of Nations, “deserted by the United States, 
scorned by Soviet Russia, flouted by Italy, 
distr usted equally by France and Germany.” 
Nevertheless, it is our only safety, he be- 
lieves. “To reinforce it and bring it into 
vital and practical relation with actual 
world politics by sincere agreements and 
understandings between the great Powers 
should be the first aim of all who wish to 
spare their children torments and disasters 
eompared with which those we have suf- 
fered will be but a pale preliminary.” 

At this point, there are those who may 
yenture to ask if the author’s scheme for 
salvation may not prove to be quite as an- 
achronistic as is his high heroic view of’ 
life, suggesting that perhaps a vital point 
ig missed in assuming that the fatal evils 
of a competitive industrial society’ can be 
avoided merely by agreement and without 
radically altering the social structure itself. 

In “Mass Effects in Modern Life,” 
Churchill considers the ‘‘marked lack of in- 
dividual leadership” in the modern world 
und the substitution of mass processes 
therefor. “With every natural wish to be 
complimentary to our own age and genera- 
tion,” he observes, “with every warning 
against ‘singing the praises of former times’, 
it ie difficult to marshal today in any part 
of the English-speaking world an assembly 
of notables, who either in digtinction or 
achievément .can compare with those to 
whom our grandfathers so gladly paid at- 
tention and tribute.”

In every field of activity, he points out, 
“the throne is occupied; but by a throng.” 
“Is it then true,” he asks, “that civilisa- 
tion and defriocracy, when sufficiently de- 
veloped, will increasingly dispense with per- 
ronal direction; and that they are capable 
of finding the right way? Or, are al- 
ready going wrong? Have they q the 
yarrow high roads which alone lead to glori- 


the survival of our civilization until then, 
he foresees the increasing folly of entrust 
ing to the whims of the many, and to th¢ 
inevitable demagogue, the increasingly in 
tricate problems of a complex society dom: { 
nated by a steadily developing applied st 
ence. : 

It is the aristocratic temper in the fins 
sense, unassociated with wealth or birth, 
that speaks at the conclusion of this essay: 
“Democratic governments drift along the 
line of least resistance, taking short views, 
peying their way with sops and doles and 
smoothing their path with pleasant-soun¢- 
ing platitudes. There never was 4 
time when the inherent virtue of humat 
beings required more strong and confident | 
cxpression in daily life; there never wass4 
time when the hope of immortality and the} 
disdain of earthly power and achievement 
were more necessary for the safety of the 
children of men. After all, this material 
progress, in itself so splendid, does not me¢t 
any of the real needs of the human race.” 

In such words, truly, flowers the human 
spirit; but how shall that flower flourish 
in a soil impoverished by the scheme of lifé 
we know?

sufficient, it would be the United 
States, She has everything, or al- 
most everything, and if there were 
necessity for any of us te shut our- 
selves off from our neighbors, the 
United States would be the most 
capable of doing it and would be. 
according to her resources, the 
least to suffer. 

And yet,-while this is obviously 
true, we find that the depression 
has reached its lowest depth right 
in the United States. There suf- 
fering is apparently greater and 
the number of unemployed larger 
in proportion than in any other 
country. Complete isolation, or 
even partial igolation, is then im- 
possible in this modern world. 

We have talked enough about 
world prices, world markets and 
wotld economy to know we are all 
vo dependent on one another, and 
any talk of isolation or modified 
isolatidn is treading on dangerous 
ground if we wish to live in a rea- 
sonable state of prosperity with 
each of us enjoying the share of 
commerce and trade which ought 
to come to us. 

At present each works against 
the others—tariffs, quotas and oth- 
er trade inpediments. The only 
way to realize a resumption is 
through a better spirit of co-opera- 
tion in the international market. 

My own government has in prin- 
ciple from the beginning been 
against a system of protective 
tariff. It is now very obsolete, in 
that the world depends on the 
products of all nations and if we 
do not find what we want in one 
nation we find it in another. The 
craze for protective tariffs hag 
reached extreme limits. Customs 
barriers are raised all over’ the 
world. 

None can deny the power and 
strength of American commercial 
potentiality when it is fully func- 
tioning. But the system of selling 
everything and buying nothing has 
had, and is still having, very dis- 
astrous effects. 

None questions the ability of the 
United States to conquer the world 
in commerce if she desired to set 
about it. It would, however, be 
at a great loss to herself, fgr, hav- 
ing crushed others commercially, 
where would she find anyone in a 
position to buy? That is te say 
that the very hand with whicn 
she had crushed others also would 
deal a terrific blow to herself in 
not letting the others live and fur- 
nish her with a market. 

The United States was well 
launched on this policy when it 
was overcome by the depression, 
Now the tariff walls of the world 
are closed against her. When a 
resumption does come it must come 
with a lowering of all tariff walls, 
The flow of trade cannot be im- 
peded with artificial barriers which 
take no account of a nation’s ca- 
pacity to buy or sell and throw 
both buyer and seller into con- 
sternation. 

International trade cannot flow 
by a unilateral legislative act. Mu- 
tual understandings must be ar- 
rived at between nations. We 
have seen too well that nations 
have put up tariff barriers against 
themselves. The United States has 
realized that for one nation to do 
all the selling and others to do all 
the buying is not economically 
sound. 

We must make trade agreé- 
ments which will insure the flow 
of trade so that commodities may 
be taken from where they are not 
needed to where they are needed, 
so that in sstisfactory exchange 
goods and trade can circulate for 
all alike. 

This is the international need 
of the present. Trade and com- 
mercial intercourse must resume 
but they are only possible by mu- 
tual understandings. This is jnow 
the larger sphere in which’ the 
United Statea will extend influ- 
ence. Her efforts to crush the 
trade of the world did not meet 
with happy results, but the launch- 
ing of a policy of co-operation and 
collaboration will have found re-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.--A hori- 
zontal reduction of 10 per cent in 
world tariffs was proposed today 
by Senator Cordell Hull (Dem.), 
Tennessee, as the first step in a 
broad program to improve markets 
and increase employment. 

Hull said the United States 
should “take the lead” in suggest-

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POSITION OF NAVY 


Secretary in Annual Report 
to President Compares 
Force With Those of 
Japan and England. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. %, -— The 


United States’ weakened treaty po- 
sition in warships as compared 
with Japan and Great Britain was 
stressed today by Secretary of the 
Navy._Adams in his annual report 


to President Hoover. 

“Curtailment of expenditures has 
been made principally at the ex- 
pense of the fighting fleet,"” Adams 
said in discussing limited congres- 
sional appropriations for the Navy. 

He made no direct recommenda- 
tions, but presented numerous com- 
parative figures and tables of the 
strength of the three navies to 
speak for themselves. In this con- 
nection, the report pointed out that 
the present building program of 
the United States does not provide 
for a treaty Navy for th, next four 
years, makes no provision for the 
replacement of over-age vessels, 
nor the “rectifying of our already 
seriously impaired position relative 
to other signatories of the’ naval 
treaties nor for preventing further 
undermining of that position,” 

The President's attention was 
called to the fact that the private/a 
shipbuilding industry of this coun- 
try “is in a serious condition due 
to almost complete lack of work 
either commercial or government- 
al.” Permanent injury “to this 
vital industry would mean serious 
impairment,” Adams said, “to the 
national defense and to the mari- 
time and general economic welfare 
of the country.” 

Regarding the present status of 
the United States’ warship building 
program the report showed that 
between now and the end of 1936 
it would be necessary to build 135 
ships involying 316,530 tons to 
bring the nayal forces up to treaty 
strength. Congress has made no 
provision for these vessels which 
the United States has been author- 
ized to lay down prior to expiration 
of the London treaty on Dec. 31, 
1936. 

In the total number of combat- 
ant ships (tonnage not considered) 
in commission by the three Powers, 
the United States lags a poor third, 
Adams seid Japan leads with 219, 
Britain is next with 187 ships and 
the United States has 148. 

Nearly all of these American 
ships, he said, excepting subma- 
rines, are operating with only about 
85 per cent of their enlisted com- 
plements; while of the Japanese 
vessels, some are classed as being 
in reserve, but all are fully manned, 

Of the three Powers party to the 
London treaty Adams lists combat- 
ant ships in commission as follows; 

Of 15 United States battleships, 
11 are in full commission, one in 
reduced commission and three in 
reduced commission being modern- 
ized; of 15 British capital ships, all 
are in full commission except one 
battleship under refitting in reserve. 
Of 10 Japanese capital ships, all 
are fully manned. 

Three United States aircraft car- 
riers are in full commission; of six 
British aircraft carriers, three are 
in full commission and three in 
reserve commission undergoing re- 
fitting; four Japanese aircraft car- 
riers are fully manned. 

Seventeen out of 19 British heavy 
cruisers are in full commission; 
the other two are in reserve com- 
mission. Twelve Japanese heavy 
cruisers are fully manned. WTight, 
United States heavy cruisers are in 
full commission, and one more was 
commissioned in November, 1932. 

The United States has one crui- 
ser, second class, in full commis- 
sion, Japan has seven cruisers, 
second class, fully manned, 

Of destroyer leaders, the United 
States has none. Of 16 British de- 
stroyer leaders, 10 are in full com- 


i mission and six are in reserve com. 


mission. Japan has 24 destroyer 
leaders fully manned, 

Of 101 destroyers, the United 
States has 72 in full commiggion, 
10 in reduced commission, and 19 
in rotating reserve. Of 787 Brit- 
ish destroyers, 74 are in full com- 
mission and 47 in reserve commis- 
sion, Eighty Japanese destroyers 
are fully manned. 

Of 10 United States light cruis- 
ers, all in full commission. Of 
$3 British light cruisers, 25 are in 
full commission and eight are in 
reserve commission. Twenty Jap- 
anese light cruisers are fully 
manned. 

Of 54 United States submarines, 
42 are in full commission, 11 are 
in rotating reserve and one in re- 
duced commission, Of 52 British 
submarines, 44 are in full commis.- 
sion and eight in reserve commis- 
sion. Sixty-two Japanese subma- 
rines are fully manned, 

Comparing shipbuilding plans of 
Great Britain, Japan and the Unit- 
ed States, the report set forth that 
the British have contracts let for 
three crujsers, of a total of 19,000 
tons, and has appropriated for 18 
destroyers and six submarines. 

Japan has appropriated for two 
cruisers, of a total of 17,000 tons, 
nine destroyers, total 12,400 tons, 
and seven submarines of 8900 tons. 

The United States has three ad- 
ditional cruigers authorized, but 
under treaty terms the vessels may 
not be completed before 1936, 
1937 and 1938. Only one of these 
has been appropriated for and the 
contract has not as yet been let. 

The naval expenditures in the 
fiscal year of 1932 were $353,623,- 
362, or about $33,000,000 less than 


the estimated amount.

in official quarters that a United 
States reply was dispatched from 
the Embassy today shortly after 
receipt of the Government note on 
plans for revision of the contract 
for the Spanish telephone monopo- 
ly, in which the International Tel- 
ephone & Telegraph Co. of New 
York is principal stockholder.

No Practical Means of Cutting, 

In an article by Charles G. Ross, 
chief Washington correspondent, in 
the Post-Dispatch last. Sunday, it 
was shown that material savings in 
national expenditures are virtually. 
impossible, and the problem was 
passed on down for state, county 
and city solution. So,-in this ar- 
ticle, it is shown there is no prac- 
tical way of materially reducing 
the State tax bill, arid it is passed 
on down to the county and the 
city. 

An examination of his tax bill by 
any citizen will convince him that 
he contributes very little to State 
revenue, An actual example is the 
case of a Webster Groves taxpayer 
who, paying on a property valua- 
tion of $6000, pays a total tax of 
$242.40, Only $23 of this amount 
goes to meet the administrative 
costs of the State government.

More “First-Time”

George Antheil’s ‘‘Capriccio’’ 
To Be Given Its Initial Hear- 
ing in America by Golsch- 
mann on Friday. 

'$ ONTRASTS between the music 


of ‘masters of the romantic 

school and that of the masters 
of today are provided in the all- 
orchestral program Vladimir 
Golschmann has arranged fof the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra’s 
concerts of next Friday afternoon 
and Saturday evening at the Odeon. 
Mendelssohn and Wagner repre- 
sent the masters of our grandfath- 
er’s days—both of them in their 
time hailed as “revolutionary’’— 
while the music of today is repre- 
sented by Ottorino Respighi, fore- 
most of the Italians, and by George 
Antheil, a young American who 
within the past decade has won for 
himself high recognition in Europe, 
although his work is not widely 
known at home, 

The program will include Men- 
delssohn’s “Scotch” symphohy and 
Respighi’s “Fountains. of Rome,” 
although either of them: would: be 
entitled to major place upon a 
single symphonic program. The bill 
‘also presents for the first time in 
America Antheil’s “Capriccio.” 

That Antheil’s work is little 
known in this country is not sur- 
prising, for most of his productive 
years have been spent in Europe 
where he is now living, the holder 
of a Guggenheim Fellowship. In 
the years since.the World War he 
has been more at home in Berlin, 
in Paris, or in Italy than in the 
United States. Many of his prin- 
cipal works for orchestra, the 
Symphony in F, the Piano Con- 
certo, and the Suite for Orchéstra 
had their world premieres under 
the baton of Golschmann at the 
Concerts Golschmann, Paris, as did 
his “Ballet Mechanique,” which 
Eugene Goossens presented in this 
country. In the years 1928-29 An- 
theil was assistant musical director 
and composer of incidental music 
at the Berlin State Theater. His 
opera, “Transatlantique,” was pro- 
duced at Frankfort-on-Main in 
1930 and a second opera, ‘‘Helen 
Retires,”” written with John: Ers- 
kine, head of the Juilliard Founda- 
tion, has been heard ‘over the radio 
in Germany and from New York, 
and is to be given its premiere early 
next year. 

Wagner is represented on the 
program by ‘“‘Waldweben,” the 
“Forest Murmurs,” which Siegfried 
hears as he meditates upon his par- 
entage and awakens to his destiny.

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‘SANITY QUESTION 


Counsel Cites 85 Reasons 
“Why Verdict Ordering 
Hearing in St. Louis 


In a petition listing 85 reasons 
for a new trial, counsel for Hugh 
W. Thomasson, wealthy real estate 
owner, yesterday took exception to 
the verdict of a jury which ruled 
Friday, at the end of a 90-day 
hearing, that Thomasson must face 
insanity proceedings in St. Louis. 

The petition charges Circuit 
Judge Hoffmeister with the usual 
type of errors alleged in such doc- 
uments and alleges friendljness be- 
tween the jury and counsel for 
Miss Elmira Townsend, Thomas- 
gon’s second cousin, who brought 
the action to have him declared in- 
sane. 

The Court erred, the petition 
wtates, in dismissing the jury after 
it had decided a question of juris- 
diction and in not keeping it to 
hear testimony on Thomasson’s 
ganity alone. Early in the case 
Judge Hoffmeister ruled that the 
jury must determine Thomasson’s 
legal residence before any testi- 
mony on his sanity alone could be 
heard. Lengthy testimony was in- 
troduced on the point of whether 
he was sane enough to change his 
residence. 

“Jurors Roamed at Large.” 

Objection is made to a three 
weeks’ intermission last August, 
when Judge Hoffmeister under- 
went a throat operation and “per- 
mitted the jurors to roam at large,” 
according to the petition. Pat- 
rick H. Cullen and ‘Taylor R. 
Young, counsel for plaintiff, 
should not have been allowed to 
congratulate the jury on the ver- 
dict, the petition avers, as such a 
display of friendliness impaired 
the future value of the jury in the 
case. 

Immediately after Randolph 
Laughlin, head of Thomasson’s 
counsel, filed the motion for a 
new trial, Cullen and Young ob- 
jected on the ground that the case 
was not concluded but that only 
one issue — that of whether 
Thomasson is a resident of St. 
Louis or not—had been settled. 
The Court allowed the motion to 
be filed but suggested that Cullen 
and Young might file another mo- 
tion to strike it out, which they 
did. 

Both motions still stand. Judge 
Hoffmeister, assigned to Criminal 
Court last summer, will leave the 
civil division in which the case 
was heard next week, to be suc- 
ceeded by Circuit Judge Hamil- 
ton. Judge Hamilton in turn will 
be succeeded in January by Charles 
B. Williams, elected recently. Be- 
cause of such a situation, Judge 
Hoffmeister declined to set a san- 
ity hearing immediately. 

Litigation Since 1930. 

Litigation involving Thomasson 
has burdened the courts of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County since 
his marriage in 1930 to Mrs. Grace 
Carolyn Mahood, divorcee 44 years 
his junior. Laughlin, in asking 
for a new hearing, charges that 85 
days in the recent hearing were 
spent in “trying Mrs. Thomasson.”’ 

Thomasson and his wife were 
absent from court throughout the 
hearing, his cousel holding that to 
bring him in would be to surren- 
der to a jurisdiction they ques- 
tioned. They argued he had: lived 
in Clayton after the marriage and 
Was a legal resident of Illinois at 
the time of the trial. ¢ 

Attorneys Cullen and Young have 
28 eontracts with relatives of 
Thomasson to get 50 per cent of 
anything that may come from his 
estate to the relatives. Their next 
step, they have announced, will be 
to obtain a hearing on his sanity, 
have the Court require him to be 
present for examination and seek 
appointment of a guardian. 

After that, they told the jury, the 
guardian would seek to have his 
two marriages to Mrs. Mahood an- 
nulled, recover property lost or 
money expended since the marriage 
and conduct the estate for him the 
rest of his lifetime. 


SECOND ST. LOUIS HUNTER 
VICTIM OF RABBIT FEVER 


Charles Coello, 21 years old, is 
at Christian Hospital suffering 
from tularemia, commonly known 
as rabbit fever. This is the sec- 
ond case reported in St. Louis re- 
gently. ’ 

Coello, who lives with his pa- 
rents at 752 East Thrush avenue, 
became ill several weeks ago fol- 
lowing a hunting trip. He told his 
physician, Dr. 8S. A. Van Hoefen, 
that he handled rabbits after ac- 
cidentally cutting his finger. Blood 
from a diseased rabbit entered the 
wound, causing the fever. Coello 
has responded to serum treatment 


and expects to leave the hospital}, 


this week. 

Herbert Compton, 23, 2903 
Macklind avenue, was discharged 
from Luatheran Hospital Friday 
after receiving treatment for tu- 
lareémia. He seratched his hand 
on a barbed wire fence three weeks 
ago while hunting and subsequent- 
ly handled rabbits afflicted with 
the disease. 

Physicians who haev studied the 
disease, say it can prove fatal, and 
im some instances requires treat- 
ment for six months.

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CITY ASKS R. F.C. 
FOR $2,500,000 10 
COMPLETE BRIDGE 


Formal Application for Loan 
to Finish Rail Approaches 
Signed by Mayor Miller 
and Nolte. 


Formal application for a ioan, 
up to a maximum of $2,500,000, 
for completion of rail approaches 
of Municipal Bridge and rehab- 
ilitation of the rail deck, has been 
made to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation by Mayor Miller 
and Comptroller Nolte. 

It states that construction work 
can be started about 10 days after 
the loan is granted and can be 
finished within a year and the 
undertaking will become‘ fully self- 
supporting when completed. 

Plans for the additional ap- 
proaches have been completed and 
bids received. The only preliminary 
remaining to be carried out, the 
R. F. C. was told, is agreement 
between the city and the Terminal, 
Missouri Pacific and Frisco rail- 
roads for easements for two west- 
ern approaches over ther rights- 
of-way. 

An ordinance authorizing the ap- 
plication became effective on Nov. 
19. The money is to be used for 
a western approach leading to the 
Union Station tracks, another one 
connecting with the Missouri Pa- 
cific, and one to the Illinois Trans- 
fer Railroad (a unit of the Term- 
inal) in East St. Louis; also for 
laying tracks on the new East St, 
Louis Union Station approach and 
for new ties and rails on the main 
deck. 

145 Men Can Start Work. 

During the first three months of 
construction, 145 men will be em- 
ployed directly, the application re- 
lates, with 195 men in the second 
quarter, 300 in the third and 280 
in the last. 

Working time will be limited as 
far as possible to 30 hours a week, 
except for those in executive and 
supervisory capacities, the city 
promises. It also agrees that pref- 
erence in employment shall be giv- 
en to qualified war veterans having 
dependents. 

“Because of its location,” says 
the application, ““Municipal Bridge 
offers a more convenient facility 
for crossing the Mississippi .,River 
than the other bridges, and for that 
reason will be used almost entirely 
for passenger traffic from the East 
and for the bulk of the freight 
movements between the east and 
west sides of the river.” 

Gross income from the rail deck, 
after completion of the approaches, 
is expected to be $732,500 in the 
first full year and $1,023,500 in 
1935 and thereafter, the Mayor and 
Comptroller declare. The first 
year’s tolls, in their estimate, would 
consist of $500,000 guaranteed by 
the Terminal, $150,000 anticipated 
from the Missouri Pacific, $55,000 
from the Alton & Southern Rail- 
road and $27,500 from the Manu- 
facturers’ Railway. The latter two 
lines are using the crossing now. 
Would Repay Loan in 10 Years. 

A letter from President L. W. 
Baldwin of the Missouri Pacific, 
accompanying the application, ex- 
presses the opinion that his road 
would spend at least $100,000 a year 
in tolls. The estimate for 1935 
and later consists of $650,008, Ter- 
minal; $220,000, Missouri Pacific: 
$98,500, Alton &.- Southern, and 
$55,000, Manufacturers. The Ter- 
minal will be credited with its 
guarantee of $500,000 a year until 
it is repaid for $1,370,000 advanced 
for the East St. Louis Union Sta- 
tion approach. 

The balance of income will be 
available for repayment of the R. 
F. C. in quarterly or semiannual 
instalments. The application ex- 
presses belief that the R. F. C. can 
be repaid in less than 10 years. No 
more would be borrowed than nec- 
essary to meet the cost and the 
loan would be received in .instal- 
ments, as needed. 

Owing to the nature of security 
offered—assignment of rail tolls 
and the city’s credit—the ctiy asks 
for the lowest possible rate of in- 
terest, not exceeding 5 per cent. It 
says it should get the loan for no 
more than it pays on its bonds, 
which have not drawn more than 
4% per cent interest for years. 
Cost of Municipal Bridge to date, 
exclusive of interest on bonds, car- 
rying charges and taxes levied on 
the Illinois end, is stated as $9,- 
170,000,

SAYS U. 5. ROADS FALL 
SHORT OF SUPER CLASS 


Road Builders’ Association 
Makes Study of Extra 
Width of Highways. 


By the Associated ,Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. — The 
American Road Builders’ Associa- 
tiop declares that the United States 
is Btill concerned primarily with a 
te of highway development that 
fails far short of the super-highway 
classification. 

In a study of extra-width high- 
way in State systems, just complet- 
ed, T. H. Cutler, president of the 
association, said that analysis of 
these figures, which show only 
3790 miles of road having more 
than two-lane width in the 48 State 
systems, indicates the sound wis- 
dom with which highway funds are 
being allocated to a balanced pro- 
gram. 

“With but slightly more than 1 
per cent of the more than 3,000,000 
miles of road in the country of 
greater than two-lane dimensions,” 
he said, “it is obvious that State 
highway officials have followed an 
economically sound policy of wid- 
ening. It is equally clear that wid- 
ening is one of the next great steps 
in the total program of making the 
road fit traffic requirements.”’ 

The breakdown of the study 
made from the United States Bu- 
reau of Public Roads reveals .that 
of the extra-width highway com- 
prised in State highway systems, 
only 1385 miles are of the four-lane 
dimensions. It is this type which 
the general definition regards as 
the beginning of the super-high- 
way.

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Small Homes of Aluminum, 
Steel Predicted for Future

Final. Reports 


of President’s 


Conference 


Describes Houses, Fully Equipped and 
Ready for Assembly at Site. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Houses 
of steel and copper and even of 
aluminum as well as of wood and 
masonry, built at. the factory with 
rooms such as the kitchen and bath 
completely equipped and the rest 
ready to be assembled at the site, 
are described in the final reports of 
the President’s Conference on 
Home Building and Home Owner- 
ship, published a few days ago. 
The houses, which will be insulated | 
against heat and cold and noise, 


cost perhaps only half as much as 
the present small house, and be 
placed in cities free from smoke, 
awaits merely the application of 
knowledge already,largely in hand, 
the statement says. 

The statement comes from a 
committee of nationally known sci- 
entists and engineers led by the 
late Dr. George K. Burgess, Direc- 
tor of the Bureau of Standards. It 
is supported by a careful analysis 
of practices and materials at pres- 
ent employed in small-house build- 
ing which leaves no room for doubt 
of their relative wastefulness and 
inefficiency. For example, the 
committee shows that the adop- 
tion ef the practice of welding pipe 
would permit the use of thinner 
sheet steel and eliminate the la- 
borious hand threading at the site 
which now raises the cost of plum- 
bing. This practice plus the pos- 
sible reduction of numbers of pipes, 
fittings and fixtures by’ simplifica- 
tion and standardization, would in 
the opinion of one contractor who 
has installed a great deal of weld- 
ed piping “‘reduce the cost of heat- 
ing and. plumbing installation by 
one-half.” 

Sloping Roof Condemned. 

The committee’s analysis takes 
no aspect of the present small 
house for granted, and concedes no 
authority to tradition. Beginning 
with the foundation and cellar and 
going through the walls and floors 
and finishes to the roof every fea- 
ture of the house as we now know 
it is made to answer as to whether 
present materials and practices are 
less efficient than others that 
might be used. As a result. many 
things which we now take / for 
granted are found wanting. The 
universal practice of fabrication at 
the site and the use of the sloping 
roof are condemned as costly and 
unnecessary and practical substi- 
tutes recommended. It is shown 
that some of our present heating 


‘practices are wasteful and that it 


is possible to reduce the cost of 
heating to the home owner and 
eliminate the dirt and the smoke 
nuisance. Again it is shown that 
present methods of garbage dis- 
posal are crude and expensive. 
This final volume of the Presi- 
dent’s Conference reports, entitled 
“Housing Objectives and Pro- 
grams,” completes the program, 
formulated. by the conference at its 
meeting in Washington last Decem- 
ber, to raise the standard of Ameri-

can housing. The volume contains 
the reports of the six correlating 
committees, whose business was to 
consider the material assembled by 
the 25 fact-finding committees and 
to indicate how their findings could 
be translated into action. 

The report of the Committee on 
Standards and Objectives, which 
was under the chairmanship. of 
Lawrence Veiller, director of the 
National Housing Association, re- 
veals the complex nature of hous- 
ing~-its dependence upon. the 
heighborhood, the public utflities, 
the financing system, and the gov- 
ernment of the community. Rob- 
ert P. Lamont, former Secretary of 
Commerce, says in a foreword, the 
statement of objectives ‘‘once for 
all proves the impossibility of pro- 
ducing acceptable housing by iso- 
lated individual effort.”’ 

The reports of the Committees 
on Legislation and Administration, 
on Education and Service and on 
Organization Programs deal with 
the problem of getting knowledge 
applied in order that proper stand- 
ards of housing may be realized. 
The first committee measures the 
possibilities of law in improving 
housing, analyzes the weakness of 
present laws, indicates the need 
for improvement in administration, 
and compiles a common-sense 
manual on the drawing up and 
promotion of legislation. It em- 
phasizese, however, the desirability 
of action by extra-legal means, as 
being both surer and more suc- 
cessful. Its report leads, therefore, 
naturally to those of the Commit- 
tees on Education and Organiza- 
tion Programs, which list the agen- 
cies and the methods for molding 
public opinion and leading it to 
realize for itself higher standards 
of housing. 

The Committee on Research in- 
dicates the gaps in our present 
knowledge that must be filled if 
housing is to.bé all that it ought 
to be.. ‘Throughout. the reports in 
this volume runs the demand for a 
permanent Housing Instiute to in- 
spire and guide the many agencies 
that must be mobilized if the far- 
reaching program outlined by the 
President's conference is to be put 
into effect.

{tem used in distributing the flour 


and the work of jnaking it. It has 


ibeen supplied.to chapters in all 


but about 100 of the country’s 3500 
counties, he said, as much as pos- 
sible through millers in the vicin- 
ity. 3 
Baxter cited the ‘Doamnairionatel 
miller, with a water-powered mill 
of about 20 barrels a day capacity, 
who asked for wheat. to grind, but 
wanted it held up until “the water 
got up to the crick.” When high- 
water came, he notified the. Red 
Cross and the next batch of wheat 
for his neighborhood was sent him. 
It gave him a month’s work. 
Work for 800 Millis. 

Baxter pointed out that some 
55,000,000 bushels of the wheat, 
worth about $25,000,000, had al- 
ready been utilized and that, as a 
result, some $8,000,000 had been 
paid to millers, railroads and flour- 
bag makers. Milling and shipping 
charges are paid by the millers, 
who are then repaid with more 
wheat which they may sell for 
cash. About 800 of the country’s 
4000 mills have been given, such 
work. - * 

The wheat organization, Baxter 
also said,” has taken the burden of 


much emergency relief work and} 


the pressure of great need has sect 
up some speed records for delivery. 
Wheat is milled only as flour is 
requisitioned. 

In answer to a recent demand 
from Puerto Rico for 5000 barrels 
of flour, he cited, wheat was moved 
from elevators in Buffalo, pro- 
cessed, bagged, moved by railroad 
to New York, shifted to lighters 
and trans-shipped to a Puerto 
Rico-bound freighter in 41 hours 
from the time the telegram was 
delivered in Chicago. 

Aid Sent to Alaska. 

Alaska’s need, too, suddenly. be- 
came acute recently, Baxter said. 
Three small towns'—Kalawock, 
Craig and Hydaburg—needed flour 
for the winter and the last boat. 
arriving there beforg the harbors 
froze was to leave Seattle the day 
after the wire was received here. 
Nevertheless, 110 barrels—the win- 
ter’s supply—was put aboard the 
S. S. Zapora within 15 hours. 

Rockford, Ill., got 660 barrels of 
28; 
two days after an emergency re- 
quest. Pontiac, Mich., and States- 
ville. N. C., aniong. others, 
asked for and got flour in their 
emergencies. In some Montana 
eounties wheat had to be shipped 
in time to be trucked over moun- 
tain trails before they were snowed 
in. 

Indian reservations have also felt 
the economic stress, Baxter said; 
more than 60 have been supplicd 
with flour. 


UTAH FARM BUREAU FAVORS 
NATIONWIDE WHEAT POOL 


Proposal to Eliminate Competition 

+ to Be Offered at Chicago 
Convention. 

By the Associated Press. 

OGDEN, Utah, Dec. 3.—A plan 
for a nation-wide wheat pool which 
would include every grower and 
thus eliminate competition, will be 
presented to the National Farm/Bu- 
reau convention in Chicago next 


week by officers of the Utah Farm 
Bureau. 

The plan is sponsored by Wil- 
liam A. Shuldberg of « Preston, 
Idaho, president of the Intermoun- 
tain Grain Growers, Inc., a Fed- 
eral Farm Board co-operative with 
extensive elevator properties. 
Shuldberg estimated. it would save 
$50,000,000 a year to wheat grow- 
ers in handling charges and freight. 
Under its provisions the farmer 
would be guaranteed the world 
price, plus the tariff, for wheat 
sold on the domestic market, and 
the world price for that disposed 
of in the world ‘market. 

“The basic principle of the plan 
is that the farmer maintains con- 
trol of his wheat at all times,” 
Shuldberg said. “The plan can be+ 
come operative only when every 
grower signs a contract. stating that 
he will handle his grain through 
the one organization». Thus compe- 
tition of every kind is eliminated. 
The country-wide facilities now un- 
der the control of the Farmers’ 
National Grain Corporation and 
other local organizations of the 
Federal Farm Board already give 
a perfect set-up for the adminis- 
tration of such a plan and make it 
possible to put ‘it into effect imme- 
diately.”

VICTIM’S RELATIVES 
MAKE PLEA FOR HIM 


Defendant in Chicago Trial 
Denies He Had Ill Will 
Toward Her — Decision 


‘Up to Judge. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—In ‘court to- 
day, 16-year-old Charles Bertrand 
Arnold Jr. told how and why he 
killed his step-grandmother, Mrs. 
Elien O. Saxe. 

He has pleaded guilty to murder. 
The only question to be decided is 
the severity of his sentence. The 
decision is to be made by Chief 
Justice John Prystalski after con- 
sidering the evidence presented to- 
day. 

The youth almost ran to. the 
witness stand ‘when his name was 

‘called. Up to that time he had 
sat in the crowded courtroom an 
interested spectator, nervously 
chewing his thumbs, as his father, 
his stepmother and the brother of 


his stepmother described the type 
of boy young “Bertie’’ was. Philip 
Saxe, his step-uncle, made a plea 
for mercy for the boy who on the 
night of Nov. 18 killed his step- 
grandmother with a’ hammer  be- 
cause she would not permit him to 
have her automobile to go to a 
church dance. 

Young Arnold, sitting on the 
edge of the witness chair, showed 
great willingness to tell his story. 
Defense Attorney Weymouth Kirk- 
land asked him about -his_ step- 
mother. The boy replied: “I al- 
Ways regarded her the same as if 
she was my real mother. I never 
considered her my stepmother.” 
‘The boy seemed to ‘have gained 
confidence from the testimony of 
his step-uncle. 

Son of Victim Defends Him 

“He is only a boy, after all,” 
Philip Saxe, son of the murder 
victim, declared. “I believe he has 
every right in the world to be given 
an opportunity to lead a normal 
life.’’ 

“Do you think that would have 
been the thought of your mother?’ 
Attorney Kirkland asked Saxe. 
“Those would be the words from 
her own lips,” he replied. 


Attorney Kirkland recalled to the: 


defendant the testimony earlier in 
the day of his school chum, Norton 
Jonathan. He was reminded that 
on the day of the killing he had 
made remarks about having the 
car for the dance, and about hav- 
ing a checking account at his dis- 
posal. 

“Why did you make those state- 
ments?” Bertie was asked. ‘I found 
that a story like that would make 
my school chums notice me more,” 
the boy answered. 

He declared that he always had 
difficulty getting recognition 
among his school friends. Other 
questions disclosed that his step- 
‘grandmother helped him in his 
school work, that he liked her and 
that she loved him. 

“Did you have your mind set 
on the use of that car for the 
night?’’ 

“Well, in a way, I did.” 

Events on Day of Murder, 

He related details of first meet- 
ing his step-grandmother on her 
last ‘visit, of attending a football 
game on the day of the murder 
and of having a snowball fight aft- 
erwards. That evening he had 
dinner at a friend’s home, but re- 
ceived a phone call from his 
mother telling him to come home 
“because it was getting late. 

- Bert, when you went home that 
night, did>-you have any intention 
of. killing your grandmother?” 

“No, sir.” 

After returning home, the boy 
said his grandmother took his 
fathér and stepmother to the sta- 
tion in her car. He had gone to 
his room to dress and when he 
returned to the living room his 

_grandmother had returned and 
was sitting on the couch. He said 
he felt friendly for her and had 
no intention of killing her then. 

“Tl went into the room,” he con- 
tinued. “She stood up. I1 asked 
her for the car and she said: ‘I 
told you before that you couldn't 
Shave the car’ and she slapped me. 
‘She said: “Don’t ask for ‘t again.’”’ 

He Grabs Hammer. 

“What did you do then?’ 

“It grabbed a hammer and struck 
her.” 

He could not remember how 
many times he had struck her. 

“What reason did you have for 
striking her?” 

“None, except my temper.” 

"What is the next thing you re- 
member?” 

“She was still on the couch and 
seemed to be breathing. I left her 
that way and went out of the room. 
I saw the keys to the car and took 
them and got into the car. 

The boy said he did not stay long 
eat the dance because he became 
‘frightened. He returned home, 
took his father’s wedding ring “to 
remember him by,” and then tried 
tO wipe up the blood stains fn the 
living room. 

“Do you realize how terrible this

SAYS NEW AMERICAN 
CREED IS REPRESSION 


Arthur G. Hays, Civil Liberties 
Union Attorney, Here for 
Address Tonight. 


A new Ametican creed, born of 
intolerance and nourished by re- 
pressive measures and prejudices, 
has developed’in this country Ar- 
thur Garfield Hays of New York, 
attorney for the American Civil 
Liberties. Union, said last night at 
the Park Plaza Hotel. Hays, who 
is the Liberal. Forum speaker to- 
night at the Y. M. H. A.-Y. W. H. 
A., Union boulevard and Enright 
avenue, defined what he termed 
the modern “Declaration of De- 
pendence,” as follows: 

‘“‘All men are created wicked and 
are endowed by their Creator with 
certain limited privileges. Among 
these are life, if you don’t drink; 
liberty, if you conform, and the 
pursuit of gloom. 


“To secure these privileges gov- 
ernments were instituted among 
men deriving their just powers 
from the Ku Klux Klan, the Aati- 
Saloon League, the Woman's Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, the Daugh- 
ters of the American. Revolution, 
anti-vice societies, and every va- 
riety of busy-body and crank.” 


With Darrow at Dayton. 


A militant advocate of -freedom 
of expression, Hays was associat- 
ed with Clarence Darrow and Dud- 
ley Field Malone in the Scopes 
evolution trial at Dayton, Tenn.; 
represented the Countess Cathcart 
in her fight to enter the United 
States; was involved in the Har- 
lan (Ky.) mine controversy, and 
constantly is representing “‘unpop- 
ular groups.” 

“Intolerance: isn’t sectional,’ he 
continued, “‘because it’s based on 
prejudices and self-interest. There’s 
just as much intolerance in New 
York as there is in Dayton; based 
on different ideas—or lack of ideas 
—but intolerance just the same. 

“Why, we are witnessing today 
in this country the development of 
religion through ignorance; moral- 
ity through law; government 
through acquiescence, and hypoc- 
risy through convention.” 

Hays, active, blunt-spoken, blew 
a smoke ring, punched it to pieces 
with his pipe. 

“Human beings let people alone,” 
he remarked, “so long as they don’t 
tread on their toes or excite their 
emotions. 

“That's why virile emotionalist 
groups are usually the repressed 
groups. They step on the toes of 
their communities. 

“Just now, the Communists are 
the only group testing liberties.” 


Says Union Is Non-Partisan. 


The lawyer mentioned that the 
Civil Liberties Union has protested 
against any attempt toibar the 
Communist hunger marchers from 
Washington; hastened to add his 
organization is non-partisan: inter- 
ested only in the preservation of 
human rights; not in factional “la- 
bels,”’ 

‘We are not advocating the 
march,” he explained, “but the 
right to hold peaceable assemblies. 
You see, it’s repression that brings 
out radicalism and fear of what 
might happen leads often to illegal 
repressive measures*’’ 


Illustrations of such “fear meas- 
ures,” Hays said, are to be found 
in the martial procedure employed 
to rout the “bonus army” in Wash- 
ington and the armed resistance ar- 
rayed against the striking South- 
ern Illinois coal miners in their at- 
tempted invasion of Franklin 
County last August. 

Hays, who is 50, said that “law 
should govern acts; not principles” 
and is inclined to the opinion that 
our society is developing towards 
Fascism rather than Communism. 
In Russia, he added, has occurred 
a shift’in moral values marked by 
intoleyance and repression so that 
his organization, if it existed there, 
would be defending “repressed 
capitalistic groups.” 

Much of his past legal work has 
been an attempt to recover pat- 
ents and possessions seized in this

Leaders in Open Letter to 
Congressmen.Say Votes 
in Last Election Were for 
Bread, Not Liquor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Four 
of ‘the leading organizations sup- 
porting the prohibition laws united 
tonight in an open letter to mem- 
bers of the House asking votes 
against “all attempts” to repeal 
the eighteenth amendment or le- 
galize beer. , 


The letter was signed by F. Scott 
McBride, general superintendent, 
and Edward B. Dunford, attorney 
of the Anti-Saloon League; Ella 
A. Boole, president, and  Izora 
Scott, legislative representative of 
the Woman’s- Christian Temper- 
ance Union; Clarerce True Wilson, 
executive secretary, and Deets 
Pickett, research secretary of the 
Methodist Board of Temperance, 
Prohibition and Public Morals, and 
William 8S. Chase, general super- 
ingendent of the International Re- 
form Federation. 

“The Democratic victory was not 
a”* wet mandate, but a command 
to remedy the depression,” the let- 
ter said in part. “The fact that 
Gov. Roosevelt carried every dry 
State in the country, except Maine,

Prohibition Still Can Be Saved, Dr. 
Poling Declares. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 3.—Under the 
heading “We Have Just Begun to 
Fight,” the allied forces tonight is- 
sued a statement saying, “We be- 
lieve that the eighteenth amend- 
ment, or the cause for which it 
stands, can be saved and advanced 


without a subversive policy.”’ 

“Unmistakably the recent elec- 
ulons bring to the cause of national] 
prohibition a new occasion,” said 
the statement released by Dr. Dan- 
iel A. Poling. 

Although the statement said it 
was not the time to indicate the 
details of what the organization be- 
lieved should be the dry strategy, 
it “restated” certain principles as 
follows: 

“First: We are against repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and we 
shall fight accordingly 

“Second: We are against any 
measure for ‘legalizing’ beer, or for 
liberalizing the Volstead act, that 
circumvents. the Constitution.” 

“Also we shall have no part in 
any program of mere obstruction,” 
the allied forces stated, continuing 
with this illustration: 

“If we could at least hold the 
eighteenth amendment in the Con- 
stitution by 13 states against 35, 
the victory would be worse than 
hollow. Such a program would be 
repugnant to the ideals and spirit 
of American democracy. Nullifica- 
tion, direct and complete, if not 
revolution, would be the result.” 

Drys were urged to unite in a 
fight on any bill providing for le- 
galization of beer or for repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment in the 
short session of Congress. 

Pointing to opposition 
that the recent election was a 
mandate from the people to re- 
peal the eighteenth amendment, 
the statement said that if tHat were 
so “then certainly there is a man- 
date equally binding to keep out 
the,saloon and to protect dry ter- 
ritory.”’ 

“Both party platforms’ carried 
these specific pledges,” it contin- 
ued. “No solution calling.for re- 
peal of the eighteenth amendment 
can be submitted or even consid- 
ered in good faith that does not 
make provision, definite and ade 
quate, against return of the saloon 
and for protection of dry ferritory.

Wild Turkeys May Be Scarce This Season, 


But There Is a Bumper Crop of Hunters 


Ozark County Hills 30 Miles 
From Railroad but the 
Nimrods, on Opening 
Day, Made It Look Like 
Grand and Olive. 


Meleagris Gallopavo Sylvestris 
(wild turkey to you) may be going 
the way of the pterodactyl and the 
beer saloon, but if you happened tv 
journey into the Missouri hills 
Thursday for an opening season: 
shot at Galloping Sylvester, the 
bronze beauty of the Ozarks, you'd 
testify that there was no shortage 
of turkey hunters. 

In December, 1931, three hopeful 
nimrods motored to the hills in 
Ozark County and 10 minutes after 
stalking into the woods, “Sylves- 
ter’ took off from a hill side, the 
first of several sighted during the 
expedition. It was a little late for 
turkeys, however, the ‘natives sug- 
gested. Better make it earlier an- 
other year, preferably the first 
day of the season. 


And so the three nimrods, again 
hopeful, departed Wednesday 
morning to look over the ground, 
again in Ozark County, and to be in 
the woods at the crack of dawn, 
Dec. 1, the opening day of the 
season. 


Well, if they were too late in 
1931, they were too early in 1932. 
The woods were still there. Woods 
on steep hillsides, with ridge after 
ridge and hollow after hollow. 
Fine turkey woods—-even an ama- 
teur could see that. 


Grand and Olive. 


They eat dinner early in the 
Ozark hills and it was a fine night 
Wednesday. The stars were ali 
out, sharp as needles, and the 
slender crescent moon, rising over 
the timbered knobs of the Ozarks, 
made the night more inviting, even 
if it didn’t throw any light to 
amount to anything. 

“We might skirt a hill or two 
and run into a flock roostin’ 
inaybe,” one of the natives sug- 
gested. And so off to the hills the 
nimrods went. 

But turkey hunting minds run 
in the same hollows. Mind you, 
the hills were 30 miles from the 
nearest railroad and the only motor 
road from the nearest town was a 
rocky trail that skirted a creek bed, 
tumbling over shale rock and me- 
andering through cutover timber. 
But it seemed that all roads led to 
those hills that night. Automobile 
lights flashed along the rocky road- 
way, as one party of hunters after 
another arrived to be there for the 
the opening of the season. 

Distant hillsides looked lke play- 
grounds for fire flies, as flash 
lights and lanterns twinkled 
through the trees. 

“I never sced so many turkey 
hunters in all my born days,”’ the 
old native declared, “And I'm hat- 
ing to sight ’em all. I swear there's |

The nimrods were assigned strat- 
egic positions and the most prom- 
ising course of procedure outlined 
and then the hunt was on. 

Shortly after the sun edged 
over the hills, the caulking beg-n. 
Judging by the sound, the hills and 
hollows were full of turkeys. They 
caulked from every hill top and 
they caulked from every draw 
Without moving from any sclected 
spot, you could have killed half a 
dozen turkey hunters. But the ntm- 
rods were hunting turkeys, not 
turkey hunters. And they not only 
didn’t get any turkeys. They didn't 
see any and they didn’t see any- 
body who had seen any, and that 
despite the walking of many miles, 
the turning over of hundreds of 
tons of rocks, and the climbing of 
hills that caused pains in . many, 
many places.

Zulu: Kid.” Burns swung a right 
at Zulu’s short ribs; Zulu came 
in turning his side. Burns’ blow 
slipped around Zulu’s back, land- 
ing on a line slightly lower than 
the hip. Subsequently this blow 
was referred to as the “‘ischium”’ 
or seat-bone punch, 

Ringsiders were amazed to see 
Zulu crumple up and fall to the 
floor. He tried to stand up, but 
sank down again and was count- 
ed out, fully conscious, but in 
pain. It was plainly not a foul 
and so it had to go as a knock- 
out, 

What really happened was 
that the blow landed on the 
sciatic nerve and temporarily 
paralyzed Zulu's leg. He was in 
bed for a couple of weeks and it 
was a month before he resumed 
his training.

Ely, big and powerful, not only 
opposed exceptional rivals in his 
own territory, such ag Paul Young 
of Oklahoma, but successfully com- 
bated such intersectional foes as 
Minnesota ‘and Pittsburgh. He 
helped give the Pitt. Panthers the 
toughest afternoon they had all 
season. Gracey is classed as the 
best center the South has produced 
since Peter Pund of Georgia Tech. 
Without him, Vanderbilt's defense 
was riddled in its closing game 
with Alabama. 

The Big Ten had two fine centers 
in Charles Bernard of Michigan 
and Ed Oehler, Purdue captain. 
The best in the East were Tom 
Gilbane of Brown and Roy Engle 
of Pennsylvania, Art Krueger of 
Marquette, who blocked no less 
than eight kicks in seven games, 
won high praise. Coates of U. C. 
L, A. was regarded by some as the 
best center on the Pacific Coast. 

A quartet \seldcted for the All- 


America backfiell emphasizes the 


importance of forward passing in 
the modern game, Harry Newman 
of Michigan, Warren Heller of 
Pittsburgh, Jim Hitchcock of Au- 
burn and Don Zimmerman of Tu- 
lafie all rank among the greatest 
of collegiate passers, All except 
Heller are good kickers, with New- 
man and expert at placenmients. All 
can run, block and tackle with the 
best of talent in these specialties. 

All except Zimmerman starred 
on undefeated teams and the pole- 
vaulting Tulane athlete’s brilliant 


achievements loom all the greater 
because he lacked a high-class 
supporting cast. Despite the fact 
he no longer had such blockers as 
Felis anmdaBayne to clear the path 
for him; Zimmerman was not 
stopped by any of the stronger 
teams played by Tulane, 

The experts found it difficult to 
leave off the first string all-Amer- 
ica such versatile backs as Beattie 
Feathers of Tennessee, Cliff Mont- 
gomery of Columbia and George 
Sander of Washington State. Al- 
though not quite so polished a per- 
former as Heller. Pittsburgh's Mike 
Sebastian frequently proved tough- 
er to bring down in a broken field. 
The Southwest's critics ranked Har- 
rison Stafford of Texas as the best 
running, blocking and passing back 
since the days of Gerald Mann and 
Joel Hunt. 

Many Fine Backs. 

The Big Ten had a flock of great 
backs, including Lew Hinchman of 
Ohio State, Duane Purvis and Roy 
Horstmann of Purdue, Jack Man- 
ders of Minnesota and Gil Berry of 
Illinois. Cornell’s captain, Bart 
Viviano, probably outranks any de- 
fensive back in the country for the 
aeadliness of his tackling. Notre 
Dame has two complete sets of 
backs, who performed with impar- 
tial success in the Army rout, but 
Mike Koken and George Melinko- 
vich probabl-- have: the most class. 
Colgate’s triple threat, Whitey Ask, 
performed like an All-American 
against Brown, in a game which 
saw the star of Bob Chase, smart 
Bruin field marshal, dimmed for 
the first time during the season. 

AS a punter and passer, Ed Dan- 
owski of Fordham ranks with any 
back in the country. Army’s Felix 
Vidal was a “ball of fire’ until he 
bumped into the Notre Dame 
steam roller, but Harvard and Yale 
will testify he looked like the 
greatest broken field runner in the 
country. Dixie Roberts of Vander- 
bilt, Frank Christensen of Utah, 
Bob Lassiter of Yale, Jack Crick- 
ard of Harvard and John Cain of 
Alabama all packed terrific ball- 
toting drive. So did Bob Monnett 
of Michigan State and George Sauer 
of Nebraska.

Holden is 46, his wife 42. They were 
married in 1910 at Scarsdale. After a 
honeymoon at the home of his parents in 
Northern New York, the pair went to 


Pleasantville. Here, according to 
Mrs. Holden, they occupied a 
single room which connected with 
Holden's law office, for seven 
years, using “cast-off furniture 
turned over by clients in payment 
for legal services. By the light of 
a kerosene lamp, Mrs. Holden 
alleged, she did her husband's 
stenographic work to save money. 

After seven years of living in 
this fashion, the Holdens, with a 
sizable family, moved into one of 
five houses then owned by Hol- 
den. After the arrival of the 
eighth child, Mrs. Holden's affi- 
davit declared, Holden offered her 
$25 a week to be the janitress of 
his office. Meanwhile, she stated. 
they were using a baby carriage 
given by her father and sleeping 
in four beds which were gifts of 
relatives. In 1924, Holden moved 
his family into the ample home 
it now occupies. But, according 
to Mrs. Holden, his ways remain- 
ed unchanged and she described 
him as ‘“penurious, penny-squeez- 
ing and dollar-pinching.” 


HERE was the matter of the 
coat she had bought. He re- 
fused to pay for it and made the 
merchant sue for his bill, his wife 
declared. Then, when the oldest 
child, Elizabeth, became 20, Hold- 
en took her out of college and 
paid her $12 a week to work in 
his office; when she turned 21 
he fired her and told her to look 
out for herself, the mother 
charged. 
Janet, a year younger than 
Elizabeth, was similarly taken 
from school and put to work, 
the mother alleged, in a nearby 
town. Holden gave Janet a small 
machine to drive to and from 
work in, but insisted on payment 
of four cents a mile if the car 
were used for pleasure, the affi- 
davit set forth. The other six 
children range from 16 to 11. 
When the four Scandinavians entered 
the family, Mrs. Holden told. Justice 
Bleakley, things got worse. Holden, be- 
coming enthused over the prune and shred- 
ded wheat diet, insisted his family also 
use it and had boxes of the cereal sent 
to the house, subtracting the cost from 
the weekly allowance, Mrs. Holden 
said. 

When she was driven to the necessity 
of buying groceries on credit in order to 
vary the diet of the children, Holden took 
15 per cent off her allowance for failing 
to pay cash, she declared. 

The divided home, the prunes and 
shredded wheat and the four Scandinavians 
were pretty bad, but bearable. It wasn't 
until the lights were shut off for non-pay- 
ment of the electric bill and Holden sent 
her a bill for $90 for rent on their own 
home, that she sought out the soothing 
influence of a ‘lawyer, Mrs. Holden 
said. 

The four Scandinavians are the talk of 
Pine Plains and Pleasantville. What is to 
become of them is not known, but it is vir- 
tually certain that they will not become a 
part of the Holden menage, Pleasantville 
branch. Nor will there be any more prune 
and shredded wheat edicts issued for a 
time. Holden is smarting from the acerbity 
of Justice Bleakley's judicial wrath and Mrs. 
Holden has developed a new, firm expres 
sion about the lips. 

But it is the general belief that 
Holden still cherishes his pet sociological 
opinions and a yen for experimentation.

There were 
two passengers, a Mr. and Mrs. Ames. 

On that first day at sea Hamilton 
wrote in his diary: ‘‘We are out of 
sight of land now except the Faral- 
lones. There is very little breeze and 
fairly large waves and the ship is act- 
ing like an elevator. 

“ft looked on the bulletin board and 
found that I was on the starboard 
watch under the second mate. Clin- 
ton (the other 
cadet) and Col- 
lier are on port 
watch. I go on 
duty at 7 and 
stay on until 12.

The waves became rough but Ham- 
ilton was not seasick. He helped with 
the ordinary labors, received instruc- 
tion in the names of the many ropes 
used in handling the ship, went aloft 
and took over the job of marking the 
vessel’s position on a chart in the 
forecastle. Then, on January 29, oc- 
curred an event of first importance to 
a youngster responsive to the lure of 
the sea. 

‘All this morning I have been work- 
ing on a steel cable, part of the work 
being done aloft. At 11:30 a. m. I

took the wheel for the first time! 
What a kick in more ways than one. 
The wheel kicked and bucked under 
my hand as there were mountainous 
seas running. I had a terrible job 
keeping the course at first. The wake 
of the ship looked like a snake. After 
dinner I got our position from the 
captain. It is seyeral hundred miles 
out from San Francisco and about 
opposite. 

“The meals are good and I am get- 
ting along fine, and I never had a

touch of seasickness. They sent me 
up in the royals this evening to help 
furl them.’”’ 

January 30: ‘“‘Water for washing 
has just about run out now and I! 
may have to start using that ambrosia 
soap Mother left me. One older mem- 
ber of the crew has become my 
‘Father’ for this trip, and another, my 
‘Brother’. We always address each 
other as such and it is really binding. 
‘Father’ always tell me what to do and 
I never do anything without his per- 
mission. .

Febrtary 4: ‘This morning my 
‘brother’, whose real name is Rode 
Jensen, and I painted a lot of the life- 
boats we were working on yester- 
day... . Boy! We are down in the 
tropics all right. While we were work- 
ing on the boat we got all het up and

sweaty. It is about 90 now and get- 
ting hotter. This morning I saw two 
whales. Two little punks about 30 
feet long came visiting and to rub the 
barnacles off their backs. They would 
slide up to the surface, give a short 
and then sound again. Both of them 
came gliding under the ship not ten 
feet from where we sat in the lifeboat. 
You could plainly see the barnacles on 
their backs. My father’s full 
name is Harold W. Sorenson.” 

Hamilton became ‘‘Captain Kid’’ to 
the crew. He went about his work in 
pants and underwear during the sultry 
days as they approached the Paquator, 
or in oilskins and boots during the 
torrential rains, taking his regular 
turn at the wheel despite high winds 
and heavy seas. 

On February 9: ‘As soon as we 
got off at 12, Mac and I took a ‘bath’. 
In other words we went out into the 


’ storm with a cake of soap and washed 


ourselves. This morning at 4 I had 
the wheel again. ... Soon it was a 
blinding storm, rain coming down in 
torrents and a gale humming through 
the rigging. I had to steer by the 
wind and with the compass face 
obscured by water and the wheel 


of Ecuador, less than a month out of 
port, he was able to-understand and 
answer a few questions in the Scandi- 
navian tongue. 

February 12: ‘‘Today is the birth- 
day of one of the members of the 
crew, Harry Christianson. Boy, we 
had a swell time.

I candy, of which I had an abundant 
supply. Another donated free cig- 
arettes. Our deck is being scraped 
now and that is what I am doing... . 
Mrs. Ames’ cabin was too hot so she 
took mine while I slept out on the 
hateh. ... My Swedish is progressing 
finely and I know every part of the 
ship in Swedish and English. I can 
understand all the Swedish commands 
given on this ship... .’’ . 


HE ship crossed the Equator 
| February. 13, and Hamilton 
wrote:' “Tonight when I was 
on lookout ‘Dad’ came up. ‘If we 
cross the Line while you are up 
there, reach down and cut the Line 
from the bowsprit so we can pass 
through,’ says he. ‘All right,’ says 
I, ‘but how will I know the Line 
is there?’ ‘It’s a thin copper band’, 
he tells me. ‘Ring four bells when we 
come to it: 

“Tonight we crossed the Line and I 
was at the helm. I wus disappointed 
when Neptune didn't come aboard.” 

But the neophyte was not, to escape 
a visit from Neptune and the tradi- 
tional ceremonies incident to it. On 
February 165 he recorded: ‘It is 
rumored that Neptune will come 
aboard today. 

“Yes, he did, all right, and 1 was 
initiated in this manner. They laid 
me down on the hatch and the doctor 
tickled me all over and then fed me 
a raw fish ball. Then I was given a 
dosé of raw vinegar which I spouted 
straight up in the air like a whale. 
Then a dose of catsup diluted with 
pepper and water, which I also ex- 
pelled: The captain was laughing at 
the whole ceremony so hard that he 
pretty nearly fell off the roof of the

The Governor, 
touched by the Rabbi’s earnest plea, 
granted respite No. 2—for two weeks. 
Reprieve No. 3 soon followed; just 
why it was granted was not made 
public.

New York, armed with an order 
signed by Supreme Court Justice 
Wasservogel, called on the condemned 
man. Great was the stir in the death 
house. The prisoners learned at once, 
in the mysterious fashion in which 
prisoners do learn what is going on, 
that the detectives wanted to ask Ben- 
ny what he knew about the murder of 
Patrolman O’Brien. Benny, it devel- 
oped, didn't know a thing about that. 
No, sir, not one thing. 

Further pleas for a new trial were 
futile. Five witnesses testified Benny 
had fired the fatal shot in the taxicab 
company holdup. 

On February 17 Governor Roosevelt 
was again confronted with Gordon's 
friends, pleading for a reprieve. This 
time the prisoner’s fiancee and Rabbi 
Morris Schuchatowitz of New York 
City were in the group. An attorney, 
ieorge F. Mara, charged that Gordon's 
sentence was a police frameup. An 
Assistant District Attorney, Sol Bone- 
parth, denied it. The fiancee jumped 
from her chair and started for the 
Governor. She was restrained and 
taken back to Benny's sobbing parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. I[’hilip Gordon. 

The lawyer declared that Benny 
would disclose the names of the others 
in the holdup with him.

February 18 
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-—the date of the execution-—arrived. 
At 6:30 p. m. Samuel Rosenman, coun- 
sel to the Governor, called the prison 
and said Gordon was to be granted one 
week's reprieve.

Benny to Warden Lewis E. Lawes. 

But, apparently, Benny reneged. For 
ihe next word was that he had abso- 
lutely nothing to say about the Grisoli 
or ©’Brien murders. 

So the shadow of the chair again 
deepened on Cock-eyed Benny. The 
new execution date was February 25. 

He was to die at 11 o'clock that 
night. The hours crept on slowly. The 
condemned man had had his last talk 
with his parents, his brother, his sis- 
ter. He had been placed in the cell 
next the execution chamber. He: had 
eaten his last meal—fruit salad, rolls 
and coffee. Silently, he donned the

ried conference. 

The Warden hastened 

to the phone and talked to 

J. P. Alderman, Bronx Assistant 
District Attorney. Alderman called 
Governor Roosevelt on long distance. 
And at 10:40—20 minutes before the 
execution was to take place—a re- 
prieve of one week came. 

Gordon was ready to ‘‘talk.’’ 

On March 3, the next date of exe- 
ecution, his reprieve came as a matter 
of course. He had, according to a tel- 
egram sent Governor Roosevelt by Dis- 
trict Attorney Thomas C. T. Crain, 
“viven police officers detailed informa- 
tion regarding another case, and such 
information requires minute investiga- 
tion.”’ 

The truth of the matter was that he 
had named a man as the murderer of 
Patrolman O'Brien, and the detectives 
were trying to catch him. It looked 
like a good: long wait for Benny. 

Four keepers, one of them shackled 
to Gordon, hurried him down from Os- 
sining to New York to give his testi- 
mony to the grand jury so that his pal, 
Jack Zaroff, 28, a taxicab driver, 
might be indicted for the murder of 
Patrolman O'Brien. In less than half 
an hour Gordon was on his way back 
to the death house. 


E WAS to die March 31, but he 
H got a reprieve at 1 p. m. that 
afternoon, so he might be on 
earth to testify at Zaroff'’s trial. Four 
died that night, but Gordon stayed on. 
For 30 days, thereafter, he sat in his 
cell waiting for the word that Zaroff 
had been caught and the trial was on. 
He cOuldn’t, for the life of him, he 
said, remember Zaroff'’s hiding place 
in Newark, N. J. 
And 80, once again, the death house 
called him ‘a 


chair. Silently, he 
waited as his head 
was shaved to 
make place for the 
electrodes which 
were soon to fit 
over his skull. Si- 
lently he watched 
as his trouser legs 
were slit. Quietly 
he arranged to 
take his last walk 
with Rabbi Katz. 

Two others who 
were to die that 
night received re- 
prieves. 

“Tt doesn't look 
so good for me,” 
said Benny, shak- 
ing his head. 

Frantically, the 
prisoner sum- 
moned Warden 


goner.”’ He was 
scheduled to die 
April 20—but if 
he died that 
night his family

In Newark there is a speakeasy 
named ‘‘The Long Bar,’ and -on the 
chance that Benny’s tip was of value 
he got another reprieve —this time for 
90 days. 

The place was surrounded immedi- 
ately by policemen in plain clothes. De- 
tectives William Kirwin of New York 
and John Reilley of Newark went in 
and found that Zaroff ‘‘wasn’t in.” 
They took a table and waited several 
hours. Zaroff came in. Apparently 
he got a signal, for he dashed to a 
phone booth. The detectives, one of 
whom leaped over a table, gat to the 
booth door just as Zaroff was drawing 
a pistol. Reilley got the drop on him 
and Zaroff was taken. 

There was considerable change in 
Zaroff’s appearance. Little more than 
a year before he had worn glasses, was 
smooth shaven and weighed about 175 
pounds. Now he had a mustache, wore 
no glasses and weighed 225 pounds. 

His trial began in June and Benny, 
white-faced and _  shifty-eyed, was 
brought under heavy guard from Sing 
Sing. 

Assistant District Attorney Kamin- 
sky told the jury he would show Gor- 
don and Zaroff had planned to hold 
up a jewelry store the night of Jan- 
uary 30, 1930. They had stolen an 
automobile. The car had stalled. 
They were looking for another one 
when Patrolman O’Brien happened 
along, and Zaroff shot him. 

Defense Attorney Samuel Liebowitz 
told the jury he would show that Gor- 
don was a cheap, sniveling murderer, 
who had cooked up this story to save 
hid own skin, and that Benny shot 
O’Brien himself. He said he would 
prove further that Gordon had com- 
mitted other robberies, that Zaroff 
knew of these, and that Gordon had 
paid him to stay out of town. 

Benny Gordon was, of course, the 
State’s chief witness. A human circle 
—half a dozen detectives, three pris- 
on keepers, and two court attendants 
—gstood around him when he took the 
witness chair. There had been whis- 
perings that someone would attempt 
to kill Gordon while he sat on the 
witness stand. Consequently on the 
first day of his testimony the court- 
room was cleared of all except attend- 
ants, lawyers and reporters. | 

Benny’s cheeks were pale and sunk 
en. There was terror in his eyes. He 
spoke in such low tones that Judge 
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Joseph E. 

Corrigan, find- 

ing himself unable 

to hear, rose and leaned 

over the bar, and Gordon’s chair 

was moved closer to Judge and jury. 

“Zaroff was walking along with me 
on 113th street,’’ Benny said, ‘‘when 
we saw a cop coming near Lenox 
avenue. ‘I’ve got a gun on me,’ Zar- 
off says. ‘I’ve got to give it to him 
quick.’ ”’ 

Gordon moved uneasily in his chair, 
glanced quickly at Zaroff’s counsel, 
and then away.

“squealing’’ until he saw his 
mother faint on one of her ‘“‘last vis- 
its’’ to him. ‘‘Before that I'd rather 
die than squeal,’’ he declared. 

His mother and sister had told him, 
he said, that if he would only con- 
fess anything he knew about the mur- 
der of Patrolman O’Brien he could 
probably get a commutation of sen- 
tence. 

Another witness, William Goldman, 
a taxi driver, told of seeing the mur- 
der, told of Zaroff dashing into his 
cab and saying, ‘‘Drive like hell or 
you'll get the same dose.’’ With a pis- 
tol against his back the cab driver 
said he raced up to 136th street where 
Zaroff left him with the farewell, 
‘Keep your trap shut or I'll get you 
like I got the cop.’’ 

Zaroff, on the stand in his own de- 
fense, said that on the night of the 
shooting he had started off to the Re- 
publican Club to see about a job. 

“On 113th street I saw Gordon and 
he suggested accompanying me to the 
club. A police officer came up behind 
us and said he wanted to see Gor-

Douglass Adams of Stanford lI ni- 
versity, was walking along a _ street 
just off Piccadilly Circus in London 
He had been called to Europe for a 
special purpose by Mr. Hoover, then 
head of the American Relief Admin- 
istration. 

As the American went his way, he 
suddenly realized that someone in a 
hurry was trying to overtake him. 
Turning, he found himself facing a 
man he had never seen before. 

“Take this!" said the stranger,

handing Prof. Adams a bulky package, 


and then abruptly disappearing down 
a side street. 

Interested to know what it all 
meant, the historian carried the pack- 
age to his rooms. Unwrapping it, he 
discovered that he had been presented 
with an exceedingly rare file of pub- 
lications issued by a society which the 
British authorities had suppressed dur- 
ing the war. 

Now how did the stranger in Picca- 
dilly Circus know that this was exact- 
ly the type of material which Prof. Ad- 
ams had come to Europe to collect? 
The historian did not stop to inquire. 

The file, which literally fell into his 
hands, now forms part of the unique 
war data preserved in the Hoover War 
Library. 

The priceless collections of the li- 
brary are housed on the ground floor 
of the university library pending the 
erection of a special building. Only 
two other collections in the world can 
rival them: the Bibliotheque de Musee 
de la Guerre, in Paris, and the Welt- 
kriegsbucherei in Stuttgart, Germany. 
The Library of Congress at Washing- 
ton, D. C., and the Imperial War Mu- 
seum in London lag far behind, by 


| 


comparison, as war document reposi- 
tories. . 

Interested persons come from dif- 
ferent parta of the United States and 
all the way from Europe to consult 
documents found only in the Hoover 
War Library. Yet the public at large 
knows nothing about the treasures 
which repose, neatly catalogued, upon 
its metallic shelves. 

The library is described by Stan- 
ford professors as a unique historica! 
workshop whose members are engaged 
in finding, classifying and preserving 
all documentary evidence bearing not 
only upon the World War, but also on 
its causes and aftermath—the revolu- 
tionary movements in Europe. Here 
historians who record human vanity 
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Amerikanifdhe 


and villainy, heroism and folly, turn 
the tables upon propagandists. 

For, say these historians, the issues 
of the conflict have been so obscured 
by propaganda emanating from a mil- 
lion official and unofficial sources, 
that no man fow living can hope to 
know the whole truth about the World 
War! 

They frankly admit that they dare 
not trust their own impartiality in an- 
alyzing war and post-war events. Ac- 
cording to these historians the truth 
will be Brought to light—if it is 
ever brought to light—by a genera- 
tion which will view the recent gen- 
eral unpleasantness in Europe with 
the same detachment with which we 
of today view Napoleon's campaigns. 
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A leaflet, dropped in Germen trenches by British balloons, telling that 
1,000,000 American troops had landed in France. \ 
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A German poster: “Give to the U-Boat Fund.” 


President Hoover was one of the few 
men to appreciate these facts while the 
war was just beginning. As Stanford 
records show, he started to send ac- 
counts of important interviews with 
“‘key’’ men in Europe from as early as 
1914, for a future collection of histori- 
cal data on the war. 

Shortly after Mr. Hogver had organ- 
ized the movement for the relief of the 
people of Belgium, Prof. Adams, who 
was then teaching history at Stan- 
ford, wrote him a letter, urging pres- 
ervation of records bearing on this 
great humanitarian undertaking. Mr. 
Hoover agreed, and went further than 
Prof. Adams had dared to hope: the 
archives of the Belgian Relief became 
the nucleus around which a great war- 
material collection began to be built. 

In April, 1919, Mr. Hoover, then in 
Europe, cabled to Mrs. Hoover in Palo 
Alto, instructing her to inform the 
president of the university, Ray Ly- 
man Wilbur, today Secretary of the In- 
terior, and Prof. Adams, that $40,000 
was available for a historical collec- 
tion of World War data. This sum 
was a personal gift, to which others 
have since been added. The materials 
secured were transferred to Stanford 
University. 

Upon receiving the cable Prof. Ad- 
ams left hurriedly with Mrs. Adams 
as a ‘two-man commission’’ for Paris, 
where the Peace Conference was then 
in progress. There materials were se- 
cured which later would have been in- 
evitably scattered and lost. With 
Prof. Adams’ trip began a series of ad- 
ventures in collecting, adventures 
which included the incident in London. 

In Paris the historian concentrated 
in securing authentic delegation propa- 
ganda. This was given out by num- 
erous Powers, all intent on gaining 
their demands. Propaganda in Europe 
had by this time been raised to the 
rank of the fine arts. 

For if the World War demonstrated 
anything at all, it was this: that 
one little lie will travel farther than a 
cloud of poison gas, and that a print- 
ing press can work greater havoc with 
one’s enemies than a battery of Big 
Berthas. 


ran high, leading to absurd and 

tragic incidents. Some delegations 
were too poor to gain any head- 
way, while their rivals, secretly sup- 
ported by a great Power, distributed 
tons of printed stuff that advocated 
their cause. Prof. Adams _ secured 
some interesting information from 
the delegate of Korea, whose pres- 
ence in Paris was due to the sym- 
pathetic home rule sentiment of an 
Irish sea captain. This captain had 
smuggled the Korean ott on his ship 
under the watchful eyes of Japanese 
officials, who were determined not to 
allow him to leave the Orient! 

The American historian, who fortu- 
nately occupied no official post, went 
around collecting propaganda and in- 
terviewing the fighting members of the 
peace conference. He found that gov- 
ernments were ready to co-operate 
with him, and so were private individ- 
uals. Many people and institutions, 
remembering Mr. Hoover's work for 
the relief of Europe, gladly gave what 
they could. The historian’s policy was 
to buy only those materials which he 
could not beg, so as to save money for 
further purchases. 

The library is particularly proud of 
its collection of ephemeral material, 
such as newspapers, posters, procia- 
mations, broadsides, leaflets of all

kinds, which in the ordinary course of 
events are destroyed soon after their 
appearance. These preserve the flavor 
of an epoch better than books can do. 
They contain accounts by eyewitnesses 
in the wording of the period. Every- 
thing about them—the paper on which 
they are printed, their ‘‘ads,’’ the 
blank spaces left by the censor, tell an 
eloquent story. 

Some items seemingly unimportant 
will, when added to others, create a 
significant picture. 

Many unusual stories are told of 
how the material was saved, some- 
times at risk to the collector’s life. 
One of the rarest of items treasured 
at Stanford is the Gazette des Arden- 
nes. This sheet was published by 
three adventurous Frenchmen in the 
German zone of occupation in France, 
and it gave the official Berlin war 
news to conquered French ‘‘subjects.’’ 
A French school teacher buried every 
night in his cellar the day’s issue of 
the paper. After the Germans left it 
was discovered that all but these few 
issues of the paper had been destroyed. 
The result was that the teacher re- 
alized handsomely on his file. 


HE Hoover War Library has 
paid out thousands of dollars 
and will pay out still more 
money for collections of war-time 
newspapers. These collections consist 
of papers that were originally bought 
tor the equivalent of a nickel, here or 
in foreign countries. 

The freedom of the library is ac- 
corded to every interested man or 
woman. Here a serious student can 
discover more ‘‘inside’’ facts about the 
world conflict than the heads of vari- 
ous intelligence services ever dug out 
during the course of the war. 

Among the important acquisitions of 
the library made only during the last 
few months, Miss Nina Almond, libra- 
rian, lists these: 

The original telegram sent by Major 
George D. Beaumont on November 11, 
1918, announcing to the American 
troops thai the armistice had been 
signed. 

A file of the Social Democrat ( Rus- 
sian), edited by Lenin at a time before 
he was a Bolshevik, and when he was 
not known outside of Socialist circles. 

The secret General Staff maps of 
Great Britain, France, Austria-Hun- 
gary and the United States. 

Ninety-nine cases of archives cover- 
ing the foreign operations of the 
American Red Cross during the World 
War. Many of these documents are of 
so confidential a nature that they will 
be inaccessible to the public for years 
to come. 

One of the stupendous results of the 
World War was the Russian upheaval. 
So interested in it are the directors of 
the library that a special Russian Rev- 
olution Institute has been formed to 
take care of the material and to work 
on the Russian revolution research 
project. At the head of this institute 
is Prof. H. H. Fisher of the history 
department of Stanford University, 
who is also vice-chairman of the Hoo- 
ver War Library. 

“The Russian Revolution Inatitute 
stands outside of the political ques- 
tions which divide Russian groups,” 
says Prof. Fisher. “We are a hundred 
years too near to these events to de- 
velop a true perspective toward them. 
What we can do, and strive to do, is to 
collect and preserve all possible data 
for the historian of the future. With 
these before him, he may judge for 
himself.”

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‘Mutiny on the Bounty”’—Almost a Classic

Lieutenant William Bligh of the 
Royal Navy was captain of the’ 


Bounty. He was an officer of 
fine reputation, great resource, 
strength and courage. On shore 
a pleasant gentleman, at sea he 
became the embodiment of cruel- 
ty and harsh discipline. The sev- 
erest punishments were meted out 
for small offenses. Bligh cursed 
and abused officers and men alike, 
and loaded them with unjust ac- 
cusations, 

The ship could not round Cape 
Horn because of adverse winds, 
so turned the other way around 
the world and passed south of 
Africa, finally reaching Tahiti aft- 
er having sailed 27,000 miles. 
Those were spacious times. The 
bread fruit saplings were loaded 
after many months and the voy- 
age to the West Indies begun, 
Bligh continuing his insane cruel- 
ties until he had lost the esteem 
of officers and men, and all of the 
reader's sympathy. Mutiny flared 
out, the ship was seized by the sec- 
ond in command, and Bligh and 
18 men set adrift in the ship’s 
launch 80 miles from the hostile 
island of Tufoa. Then Bligh came 
into his own. 

His boat was 23 feet long and 
“rowed six oars.’’ He had a com- 
pass and a sextant, 25 gallons of 
water, 150 pounds of bread, 30 


pounds of salt pork, 6 quarts of 
rum and 6 bottles of wine. He 
had no map or chart or firearm. 
The heavily laden craft, amidships, 
had but eight inches of freeboard, 
the carpenter testified at the court- 
martial. The hearest white settle- 
ment was at the Dutch fort on the 
island of Timor, north of Austfa- 
lia nearly 4000 miles away. 

At the first island at which they 
touched, one man was killed by 
natives, but Bligh, his iron will 
unbent, his discipline unrelaxed, 
took all the rest safe to Timor in 
48 days and there they found ship 
for England. It is doubtful if the 
history of navigation 
has another record to 
compare with it. 

The present story 
goes on with the cap- 
ture of some of the 
mutineers and a de- 
tailed account of their 
court-martial in England for 
mutiny and piracy. But the main 
party and the ship disappeared 
from all frequented seas forever. 
The story ends with the romantic 
episode of the narrator 20 years 
later finding the reef-guarded is- 
land where they had landed and 
formed a colony which exists to 
this day. He left the lone sur- 
vivor unmolested with his large 
family. 

This book hes distinguished 
parentage and sponéors. Both Hall 
end Nordhoff were contributors to 
the Atlantic Monthly before and 


after the war. They met in the 
Lafayette Bscadrille and since 
then have wandered and worked 
together.. Some ten years ago 
they went to Tahiti in the South 
Pacific Ocean where they have 
lived since. When they decided to 
retell the old story of the Bounty, 
they communicated with Ellery 
Sedgwick, editor of Atlantic and 
their long-time friend and ad- 
viser. He went to London, and 
with the assistance of Dr. Leslie 
Hotson, Captain Tufuell ef the 
British Navy and the mobilized 
second-hand book sellers of Lon- 
don, gathers all the material of 
the grand old sea 
classic, boxed it up 
and sent it half way 
around the world to 
the two Lewis ma- 
chine gun operators 
resting from wars 
— and wanderings be- 
neath their bread fruit trees, 
doubtless smoking pandanus leaf 
cigarettes and wearing only 
cloths of native make about their 
loins and lei of hybiscus about 
their necks. 

In these boxes from London 
were ‘‘every scrap of pertinent evi- 
dence,” says Sedgwick. Maps, 
charts, portraits, a model of the 
Bounty with all her rigging and 
gear, photostatic copies of every 
page of the report of court-mar- 
tial, copies of the “British Navy” 
and all the many books that have 
been written about the Bounty. 


With this material and virtually at 
the scene of the crime, Hall and 
Nordhoff sat down to write the fi- 
nal, authoritative and best account 
of the mutiny. This they have done 
in spite of the soft wind which 
blew from off the sea, the perfume 
from the flower filled valleys, and 
the inviting voices of the island 
maidens bathing in the surf, and 
the lesser allurements of the cock- 
tail bars in hotels and clubs in the 
town. 

Of the authors, James Norman 
Hall is a man whose fame has not 
kept step with his remarkable 
achievements. An Iowa lad, fresh 
from the university, he was on a 
walking tour of Wales when the 
Great War began.

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“We climbed up to the yard, 
which was swaying and jerking, 
and started to furl him. My hands 
were blue with cold and had no 
feeling in them, but they warmed 
up a little after much pulling. 
Making a royal fast in 54 South 
at midnight, with a strong wind 
and high seas is no fun. The Sec- 
ond is always saying, ‘Now don’t 
you wish you was al! tucked in 
your nice, warm bed?’ ”’ 

A few days later: “This night 
at 11:30 the wind had suddenly 
changed and we had to go out and 
brace her around. It was icy cold 
and rainy and the ropes were stiff 
and hard to hang on to. Waves 
broke over us constantly whenever 
we hauled on the windward. I 
and two others got thrown down 
by one wave, but we grabbed the 
lifeline and got up again.’’ 

Once, after some particularly 
hard work, the boy was invited to 
join the men who had gathered 
around the open door of the chart 
house and “take a pull on the 
apanker sheet.’”’ He was given a 
little gin in an egg glass. 

On March 26 the Horn was 
sighted. ‘It was anh icy cold morn- 
ing, with sea birds all around. 
During Bestapha’s trick at the 
wheel we passed slowly by the 
cape at a distance about half a 
mile. ... The Horn is a high cliff 
of jagged rocks, with grass grow- 
ing around. It is a small island, 
but is a good sheep pasturage. The 
weather is perfect, with blue 
akies.’’ 

But the ship sodn ran into a 
storm and for several days Ham- 


ilton had further experience in 
cold weather sailing. ‘‘Our fore 
gallant was torn all to shreds in 
the terrific wind, so we made it 
fast. It was hailing like the devil 
and then it snowed. 

‘Three of the biggest waves yet 
came on deck today. The first one 
tore the port lifeboat loose. . . 
Another one swept Fred and Hans 
from the windward rail into the 
lee scuppers, where they managed 
to grab a brace and hang on. 
Otherwise, they would have been 
washed overboard.’’ 


HE boat made good time, 
and by April 1 had left the 
southern cold. Hamilton at 
this time made further observa- 
tions in his diary about food. ‘‘This 
morning for breakfast we had 
lamb chops. They were’ very 
good. ... For dinner at 1 we had 
lamb, with fried onions, string 
beans and potatoes. Of course we 
had potatoes, as we have had them 
every meal so far, with no excep- 
tions. Sixty-eight days out, pota- 
toes three times a day; 204 meals, 
with potatoes at every one.’’ Five 
pigs and three sheep had been 
taken aboard at San Francisco to 
provide fresh meat occasionally. 

April 7: “1 took a bath this 
afternoon, the first since the other 
side of the Horn.”’ 

Salling through tropical waters, 
Hamilton and some of his com- 
panions spent a torrid afternoon 
shifting sacks of barley from one 
hatch to another, and before the 
job was finished sweat was run- 
ning down into the boy’s shoes. 


“Then we lowered a rope down 
the side of the forecastle head 
with a loop in the end and a few 
of us took turns sitting in it while 
the ship dragged us along in the 
water.” 

The next day, Sunday—a day of 
rest on the ship: ‘‘The afternoon 


. was spent dancing to the music 


of my phonograph on the hatch. 
Waltzes ‘were the favorite. . 
Then ‘Rio Rita’ was played, and 


Bill, pretending I was a girl, asked . . 


for the pleasure of the next dance. 
I complied, and I followed him 
around the deck in a waltz. I 
didn’t know I could follow, but I 
did that time. Until 9 p. m. Bill 
and I played tunes on our har- 
monicas.”’ 

May 3: ‘All I do on lookout is 
walk back and forth on the fore- 
castle head, looking at the hori- 
zon and singing all the latest song 
hits that came out in January. 
Everybody sings on lookout... .”’ 

There was a lot of chipping and 
painting and general cleaning up 
of the ship as iteneared ita desti- 
nation. But there was still time 
for play. ‘All hands had a nice 
time loafing this (Sunday) morn- 
ing and taking pictures. The cook 
and Hans posed as a couple of 
drunkards, and we roared with 
laughter when Donkey, riding the 
pig, careened wildly down the 
deck and was thrown off uvainst 
the donkey house.” 

Hamilton had been receiving 
regular lessons in navigation from 
the captain, and on May 11 he 
recorded: ‘I took the meridian 
observation today and worked out 


the sight to find the latitude. It 
is a dead cinch.” 

Out of the tropics and far enough 
north for the nights to be cold, the 
Abraham Rydberg encountered an- 
other storm. ‘‘ . All hands were 
called on deck to shorten sail. Our 
fore gallant tore to pieces imme- 
diately and the remnants flapped 
in the wind or blew away. Moun- 


. tainous gray seas crashed against 


our sides or burst over the deck 
. The storm was raging. . 
much harder than it ever blew 
down at the Horn, and the wheel 
nearly pulled my arms out by the 
roots, but I got through... ’ 


AY 20: ‘‘While at the wheel 
Mi: saw a black body rise out 

of the water a few yards off 
port, and then, accompanied by a 
snorting hiss, a fountain of spray 
blew high in the air. ‘There she 
blows,’ I called, in a tone that 
caused the second mate and the 
cuptain to come running up on 
deck. . After I had explained 
the captain went below without a 
word, but the second said, ‘What 
do you think this is, a whaler? We 
thought you had fainted.’ That's, 
the last time I am going to sing 
out when I see a whale.”’ 

As the ship neared land its radio 
began to pick up broadcasts from 
England, France, Spain and Ger- 
many. The first evening these 
came in Hamilton recorded: ‘ 

It was the best music all around 
I have ever heard out of a radibv. 
Maybe that’s because I haven't 
heard one for such a long time.”’ 
May 24: ‘My birthday. While

descendu en flammes.”’ 

Under thie pall-of fame he rest- 
ed, his comrades having drunk the 
usual drinks to him, until the day 
he returned to camp and reported 
for duty, having escaped from a 
German prison and won his way 
back across the battle lines. 

Soon he was back in his pursuit 
plane, but he was brought down 
again, on French soil this time, 


but his plane fell on top of him. 
His wounds from machine gu" 
bullets and the fall were so seri- 
ous that the French surgeons, 
usually very hard to satisfy in 
such matters, retired him as unfit 
for further service. Gen. Petain 
praised him extravagantly in or- 
ders. 

The United States now had come 
inte the war, and after he had 
healed his wounds again, Hall 
found hew service with his own 
people, and was soon fighting as 
brilliantly and as bitterly in the 
blue French sky two miles above 
the clearing French land. He was 
brought down again inside the 
German lines, badly wounded and 
made prisoner but again he es- 
caped from his prison camp and 
walking with a cane and limping 
badly, had got as far as Metz 
when he met allied troops, for 
‘the armistice had come, and Hall 
doubtless again was unfit for fur- 
ther duty. 

This skeleton account of the ac- 
tivities under three flags of a very 
gallant soldier is accurate in gen- 
eral, though it may err in detail 
Or sequence, and it probably is 
unique among the records of the 
twenty million men called to 
arms.

don. Gordon told me the officer 
had a black-jack and he was 
afraid he would be killed. I saw 
Gordon draw a gun and shoot 
three or four times at the officer. 
Gordon then told me to beat it 
home and he would call me later. 

“IT saw a taxicab near where 
this unfortunate thing, happened. 
I jumped in and told the driver, 
William Goldman, whom I knew, 
to drive away as someone had 
been shot. Goldman _ inquired 
while we were driving away, 
‘Aren't you Jack, the mechanic?’ 
and I said ‘Yes.’ He said, ‘Possi- 
bly someone got the number of 
the cab but you don’t have to 
worry. I'll straighten it out.’ I 
go out at 136th street and Broad- 
way and he wouldn’t take any pay. 

‘*So I took a subway to Ninety- 
sixth street and then a taxicab 
home. I got a phone message 
from Gordon and went to a Weat 
Ninety-fifth street house to meet 
him. He said I would have to 
keep quiet about this or he and 
his gang would put me and my 
family on the spot. We stayed in 
the house that night and the next 
day I phoned my family.that I 
was in trouble and would have to 
get out of town. Gordon told me 
to go to Detroit and he gave me 
$1900. He told me to keep away 
from New York and keep quiet or 
his gang would get me. I went to 
Detroit.’’

hours without agreement the jury 
was discharged. 

Gordon's death was postponed 
until July 28 and then, because of 
Zaroff's retrial, was postponed 
again——to the week of October 31. 

But before that date, the Zaroff 
case was settled. Zaroff pleaded 
guilty of manslaughter and was 
sentenced to from 15 to 30 years 
in prison. Said the Judge in pro- 
nouncing sentence: “I have never 
seen a tase where the defendant 
deserved the death penalty as he 
did in this case, I accept the man- 
slaughter plea for fear there might 
be another mistrial.’’
